Ratified by U.S. 


The U.S. Department of State has 
announced the exchange on October 21 
of instruments of ratification between 
the United States and Norway with 
respect to the supplementary income- 
tax convention which was signed at 
Oslo on July 10, 1958—convention 
between the United States of America 
and Norway modifying and supplement- 
ing the convention of June 13, 1949, for 
the avoidance of double taxation and

the prevention of fiscal evasion with 
respect to taxes on income—the Depart- 
ment of State has announced. 

The supplementary convention was 
brought into force by the exchange of 
the instruments of ratification. Ac- 
cording to its terms, the supplementary 
convention is effective with respect to 
taxable years beginning on or after 
January 1, 1960, \

a party, the convention of 1949 with 
Norway did not provide for a reduction 


of the withholding tax on dividends. The 
supplementary convention modifies the 
tax treatment of dividends along the 
lines of U.S. conventions with other | 
countries. It provides for a withholding 
rate of 15 percent on dividends paid by 
a corporation of one country to recipi- 
ents in the other country. Consistently 
with the principle in the 1949 conven. 
tion, this reduced rate will not apply to 
a recipient of dividends engaged jn 
business through a permanent establish. 
ment in the country from which the 
dividends are paid. The supplementary 
convention, with certain qualifying 
limitations, further provides that the 
withholding tax shall not exceed 5 per. 
cent on dividends paid by a corporation 
in one country to a corporation in the 
other country. It is also provided that 
each country shall exempt from tax the 
dividends paid to persons other than its 
citizens, residents, or corporations by a 
corporation of the other country.

Venezuela Plans for Readjustment

Business uncertainty over Government policies and unemployment 
of serious proportions overshadow current developments in Venezuela. 

The Betancourt Administration has taken steps to reduce unem- 
ployment through a large-scale public works program and by providing 
a larger measure of protection to foster the growth of local industries. 
An agrarian reform law intended to assist small farmers and improve 
the economic status of agriculturalists is now awaiting congressional 


approval. 


Government planning for national economic development places 
great importance upon the future contribution of the Government-owned 
steel plant now approaching completion at Matanzas on the Orinoco 
and on the recently inaugurated hydroelectric powerplant on the Caroni 


River. 


Surveys are underway to determine the commercial potentials of 
many untapped natural resources in the State of Bolivar, and studies are 
in progress to improve and extend the nation’s transportation facilities. 

The Government has coordinated official planning and development- 
al efforts and has enlisted the technical assistance of the World Bank 
in devising a program for orderly and balanced economic development. 


Many Problems Encountered 


Since its inauguration in February 
of this year the Betancourt Adminis- 
tration has been confronted with many 
basic problems affecting the economic 
life of Venezuela. Most of the problems 
were inherited. 


After the sudden overthrow of the 
dictatorship in January 1958, business 
activity was slowed by uncertainty as 
to future political events. Large-scale 
unemployment developed, and _ there 
was a heavy drain upon Central Bank 
foreign exchange holdings, an _ indica- 
tion of a substantial outflow of flight 
capital. Central Bank sales of foreign 
exchange exceeded purchases by the 


equivalent of $395.9 million in 1958, 
whereas purchases normally exceed 
sales. . 


Diverse pressures were exerted upon 
the Provisional Government for imme- 
diate measures to relieve and reduce 
unemployment, protect and assist local 
industry, aid and promote agriculture, 
and, in short, institute a new deal for 
Venezuelans. 

The Provisional Government initiated 
many measures, including a new in- 
come law, and launched many investi- 
gations and studies designed to lay the 
groundwork for economic readjustment 
and development, but the responsibility 
for determining specific and definitive 
solutions to the fundamental problems 
was bequeathed to the popularly elect- 
ed Betancourt Government. 

The most serious and _ explosive 
problem facing the Government is un- 
employment. In April, President Betan- 
court stated that approximately 200,000 
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workers, or about 10 percent of Vene- 
zuela’s economically active population, 
were unemployed. 

Under the Provisional Government, 
an emergency works program had been 
introduced to give employment to as 
as many idle workers as possible at 
daily wages ranging from 9 to 13 boli- 
vars (1 bolivar=approximately US$0.30). 
The program, intended to carry out 
useful public projects, such as slum 
clearance and municipal improvements, 
soon aroused considerable criticism. 
Opponents of the program questioned 
its wisdom and practical value. Some 
critics charged that many workers pre- 
ferred to remain on the emergency 
works payroll rather than take regular 
jobs in areas where workers were need- 
ed. In this connection, the Caracas 
press in April reported that some of 
the sugarcane crop could not be har- 
vested because of the scarcity of plan- 
tation workers. 

Early in August the Betancourt Ad- 
ministration ordered that the emer- 
gency works program be terminated by 
the end of the month. The action 
touched off violent disorders in down- 
town Caracas, which the Army prompt- 
ly and firmly quelled. After restoration 
of public order, President Betancourt 
announced to the nation that the unem- 
ployed who wanted to work would be 
absorbed into the Government’s long- 
range public works program. 

Other developments also emphasized 
the serious unemployment situation. In 
eastern Venezuela, layoffs of service 
and construction workers precipitated 
several small strikes in May and June, 


and unemployment and labor unrest in 
the petroleum fields prompted investi- 
gation by a high-ranking Government 
commission, In western Venezuela, the 
petroleum labor force was reduced. 

A principal cause of unemployment 
was the heavy migration of rural dwell- 
ers to the larger cities where they es- 
tablished living quarters wherever 
space and the authorities would permit. 
The hillsides around Caracas, for exam- 
ple, are now clustered with hastily 
erected shacks, locally known as 
ranchos, which lack even the most ele- 
mentary sanitation facilities. Most of 
the people are unable to compete for 


jobs in the cities and become public 
charges. 


Agrarian Reform Proposed 


The increasing number of such set- 
tlers in the large urban centers em- 
phasized the urgency of agrarian re- 
form to induce rural ‘families to re- 
turn to the countryside and become 
productive members of the economy. 
According to official reports, 47 per- 
cent of the rural population lack the 
means to maintain even a minimal ac- 
ceptable standard of living. Large land- 
Owners possess most’ of the property, 
Two percent of the farms account for 
nearly 75 percent of 29.6 million hec- 
tares in agricultural use (1 hectare= 
2.471 acres). Approximately 80 percent 
of the farms average only 3.48 hec- 
tares, and most of those units are en- 
gaged in subsistence farming. A large 
percentage of the small farmers rent 
their land or are sharecroppers or 
squatters. 


The Provisional Government in Sep- 
tember 1958 appointed a commission to 
study the agrarian problem, formulate 
a long-term reform policy, and draft a 
suitable law to implement ‘the policy. 
The work of the commission carried 
over into the Betancourt Administra- 
tion and in May a proposed agricultural 
reform law was submitted to the Presi- 
dent. The proposed law, which had not 
been enacted as of mid-October, sets up 
procedures by which small farmers may 
buy agricultural or pasture land at rea- 
sonable prices and pay for it over a 
period of 20 to 30 years, with a guaran- 
tee that total payment in any one year 
would not exceed 5 percent of income 
from the land. Loans at convenient 
terms are authorized to enable farm- 
ers to meet pressing personal needs, 
stock and equip their farms, and make 
desirable improvements. To carry out 
the program, Government-owned lands 
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would be the first to be distributed. 
Later privately owned lands not in use 
or only in marginal use would be ex- 
propriated for the purposes of the pro- 
gram, but no expropriation measures 
would be taken against private holdings 
in useful production. Property owners 
are guaranteed rights to compensation 
for expropriated lands under the pro- 
posed law, which also contains provi- 
sions for establishing agricultural cen- 
ters and training programs. 

Pending legal enactment of agrarian 
reform, a few cases have been reported 
of “campesinos” (rural workers) tem- 
porarily seizing parts of large estates 
under the mistaken impression that 
such properties were henceforth theirs. 
Some country estates of former mem- 
bers of the deposed dictatorship have 
been expropriated. Meanwhile, the Gov- 
ernment is carrying out a program to 
build 2,500 rural homes, which, to- 
gether with 25-acre lots, are to be sold 
to farmers at cost. 


Protectionism Advocated 


The problem of unemployment has 
had an important influence upon Gov- 
ernment policies on economic protec- 
tionism. With the population increasing 
at a rate of more than 3 percent a 
year, Government officials are giving 
careful thought to ways and means by 
which the increasing pool of employ- 
ables might be effectively absorbed into 
the economically active population and 
the nation’s standard of living raised 
to higher levels. A popularly accepted 
measure to accomplish those objectives 
is Government protection of local in- 
dustry against foreign competition. 

The leading and most powerful ad- 
vocate of such protection is the Asso- 
ciation Pro-Venezuela, which represents 
practically all of the important locally 
owned industries and is closely asso- 
ciated with the long-established Vene- 
zuelan Federation of Chambers and 
Associations of Commerce and Produc- 
tion. Since its organization in mid-1958, 
Association Pro-Venezuela has waged 
an aggressive “Buy Venezuela” cam- 
paign and has rallied widespread sup- 
port for its advocacy of import restric- 
tions to assist the development of 
domestic industries and provide jobs for 
Venezuelans, 

The Betancourt Administration has 
taken steps to protect and promote lo- 
cal industries. Informal conversations 
were initiated in June to revise the 
U.S.-Venezuelan trade agreement with 
the object of stimulating Venezuelan 
agricultural and industrial development. 
So far, however, formal negotiations 
have not been opened. The Venezuelan 
Government in July imposed a system 
of import licensing and quota restric- 
tions on 11 important import items, 9 
of which are included in list I of the 
U.S.-Venezuelan trade agreement. 

Difficulties involved in a protection- 
ist program have not been overlooked 
by the authorities. Most production is

inadequate to meet consumer demand 
and must be supplemented by im- 
ports. Excessive cutbacks in imports 
could be expected to pressure price in- 
creases in consumer markets and un- 
dermine Government efforts to curb in- 
flation. For this reason the Government 
has stressed the necessity of moving 
slowly toward increased protectionism 
pending development of greater domes- 
tic industrial production. 


New Plants Underway 

Looking toward national economic 
development, the nation pins great 
hopes on the contribution of the na- 
tional steel plant now under construc- 
tion at Matanzas on the south bank of 
the Orinoco River about 10 miles up- 
stream from Puerto Ordaz. 

The plant will have electric reduc- 
tion, steel manufacturing, and rolling 
mill facilities. National coal combined 
with some imported coking coal will 
be used, and iron ore will be obtained 
from the Orinoco Mining Co. and Iron 
Mines of Venezuela, American-owned 
companies holding iron-mining conces- 
sions in the State of Bolivar. Power 
will be supplied by the Government’s 
new hydroelectric plant nearby on the 
Caroni River. In the beginning produc- 
tion will consist largely of seamless 
pipes for the petroleum industry and 
smaller quantities of wire and related 
products. The plant will later produce 
structurals. Production will reach 600,- 
000 tons a year after the first few years 
of operation and will eventually reach 
1.2 million tons annually. 

Inauguration of the Government’s 
Caroni River hydroelectric plant in 
April was widely hailed as the first 
step in industrialization of the Orinoco 
Basin. When fully installed the plant 
will have a capacity of 300,000 kilo- 
watts, but at the time of its inaugura- 
tion only one 50,000-kilowatt gener- 
ating unit was ready to operate, Three 
more 50,000-kilowatt units are sched- 
uled to be in operation by the end of 
this year and two additional units to- 
taling 100,000 kilowatts are expected 
to be ready for service in the first quar- 
ter of 1960. When in full operation, the 
Caroni plant will have an output of 
about 2,400 million kilowatt-hours, or 
more than total national production of 
2,250 million kilowatt-hours last year. 

Since inauguration of the Caroni 
power installation, considerable inter- 
est has been expressed in locating in- 
dustrial plants in the Orinoco area. In 
May Orinoco Metales de Venezuela, 
S.A., a producer of nonferrous base 
metals, announced a plan to establish 
a network of 21 different satellite in- 
dustries in and around San Felix, a 
town near the Caroni plant. Under the 
plan, the parent company Orinoco Met- 
ales would coordinate the operations 
and development of the satellite indus- 
tries and would import high-grade ore 
for reduction until local ore production 
is sufficient. Base metals of copper, 
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lead, manganese, bronze, and alumi. 
num would be exported, and when the 
21 subsidiary industries are in prodye. 
tion, finished products would be ex. 
ported. As projected, the plan is to be 
carried out in 4 years. All 21 industries 
are to be financed by Venezuelan ang 
foreign capital, controlling stock to be 
made available to Venezuelan investors. 


Resources To Be Developed 


The Government regards the Orinogg 
and Guayana regions as the principal 
sources of future economic growth ang 
has given high priority to studies foy 
the development of the areas. Explo. 
ration and evaluation of many untappéq 
natural resources, including maganese, 
bauxite, and tungsten deposits and for. 
est reserves, are underway in the 
State of Bolivar. Spurred on by the 
highly successful operations of Ameri. 
can concessionaires, the Government 
has given much thought to the feasj. 
bility of bringing into production for 
export some of the nationally reserved 
iron ore deposits near the Orinoco Mis. 
ing Company’s Cerro Bolivar, south of 
the Orinoco. 

The Minister of Mines and Hydrocar. 
bons stated before the Chamber of 
Deputies in May that the Government 
intends to organize a national petro. 
leum company to operate on even terms 
with private oil companies. A Govern. 
ment-owned company for distribution 
of natural gas also is considered. To re 
assure private business. circles, the 
Minister on several occasions reiterat- 
ed the Government has no intention of 
nationalizing the petroleum industry or 
of imposing conditions upon private 
companies that would favor the Gov 
ernment enterprise. 


Agricultural projects to increase food 
productions in the Oricono and Guay- 
ana regions have been drawn up. The 
area is expected to be rapidly populat- 
ed and industrialized when the steel 
plant is in operation and cheap electric 
power is readily available. 


Transportation, To Be Improved 

In considering measures to promote 
development of the internal economy, 
the Administration has placed great 
value on improving and. extending 
transport connections to integrate the 
geographic and economic regions of 
the country and to reduce transporta- 
tion costs. The National Railway Eco 
nomic Commissien was organized in 
March to study the national transport 
economy and to determine the feasibil- 
ity of carrying out a national railway 
plan approved by Government authori 
ties in 1954. Preliminary studies have 
been made for a railway to connect 
Puerto Ordaz, Matanzas, and Ciudad 
Bolivar, in the Orinoco Basin, with 
Caribbean coastal ports in northem 


Anzoategui, whave the new 27-kilome | 


ter railway between Naricual and the 
port of Guanta is approaching comple 
tion, The Puerto Cabello-Barquisimeto 
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jine was inaugurated in January. Al- 
though this railway at present has no 
access track to the port zone of Puerto 
Cabello and has not yet carried an ap- 

jiable volume of freight, many in- 
dustrialists in the area and along the 
line have hailed it as a means of re- 
ducing their operating costs and have 
peseiged the Railway Institute, the au- 
tonomous Government agency respon- 
sible for the State-owned railways, with 
requests for rail sidings to service their 
plants. 

Increased attention has also been 
given to highway construction and im- 
provement. Among the more important 
highway construction projects in prog- 
ress are the Puerto Cabello-Valencia 
and Carora-Lake Maracaibo highways. 
A highway bridge is being built across 
Lake Maracaibo between Palmarejo 
and the city of Maracaibo, and highway 
connections between Caracas and Bar- 
celona are being paved. Planned for 
construction in the immediate future 
is a bridge across the Orinoco at Ciudad 
Bolivar to link the excellent highway 
running east to Puerto Ordaz and the 
hard-top highway leading north to Bar- 
celona. The highway program has been 
speeded up to provide jobs for some of 
the unemployed. 

Tentative estimates of the national 
budget for fiscal 1960 indicate contin- 
ued heavy allocations for public works 
and development. The national budget 
two parts, the ordinary 
budget, which became law at the end 
of June, and the extraordinary budget, 
which had not been approved by Con- 
gress as of mid-October. The ordinary 
budget amounts to 5.1 billion bolivars. 
The extraordinary budget probably will 
amount to about 800 million bolivars 
exclusive of the requirements of the 
semiautonomous and autonomous agen- 
cies totaling some 300 million bolivars, 
which will have to be raised in the 
credit market. 

Estimated allocations for public 
works and development in fiscal 1960 
total about 2.2 billion bolivars. Includ- 
ed in the allocations are funds for some 
projects started by the dictatorship and 
now too far advanced to be stopped. In 
the main, however, the proposed out- 
lays have been more carefully screened 
than in preceding years and will proba- 
bly be about 200 million bolivars less 
than in fiscal 1959. 


Substantially increased expenditures 
are also indicated for public education, 
health, and welfare, probably about 940 
million bolivars as against an estimated 
730 million bolivars in fiscal 1959, and 
for agriculture, estimated at 370 mil- 
lion bolivars as compared with about 
285 million in fiscal 1959. 

To avoid the financial and economic 
waste of scattered Government efforts 
to promote economic and social devel- 
opment, the Administration in March 
established the Office of Coordination 
and Planning. All development plans of 
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Swiss Economic Position Sound 


General business conditions in Switzerland continued to improve 
in the third quarter. Industry, including the textile and watch industries, 
operated at near capacity, the foreign trade position showed steady 
gains, prices remained stable, and unemployment was at a minimum. 

In the commercial policy field Switzerland, together with the United 
Kingdom and Sweden, took the lead in bringing about the agreement to 
establish a European Free Trade Association. 


The industrial sector of the Swiss 
economy reflected steady growth, with 
production exceeding 1958 levels. The 
construction industry, in particular, 
benefitting from low interest rates, 
achieved new highs. The heavy ma- 
chinery industry also has done exceed- 
ingly well and has exported a high 
proportion of its production. 

There is evidence that Swiss industry 
has resumed its efforts to improve pro- 
ductivity. Major producers of heavy ma- 
chinery, such as Sulzer Bros. of Winter- 
hur, are building a new plant for the 
production of marine diesel engines 
which will permit the handling of 
foundry pieces up to 120 tons in weight. 
The plant includes a special television 
unit to control certain large machine 
tools. Brown Bovari & Co., manufac- 
turers of turbines and other heavy 
electrical equipment, is building a plant 
in Aarau. 

Output of the Swiss watch industry 
continued to mount. The phenomenon of 
lower unit values for exported watches 
was still evident. Internal organizational 
problems absorbed industry leaders. The 
necessity to improve productivity to 
meet foreign competition has resulted 
in a wave of suggestions for rationaliz- 
ing the industry. The Watch Federa- 
tion is giving particular attention to 





national and state government offices 
are channeled through that office, 
which is charged with the responsibil- 
ity of determining a program of action 
in balance with priority of demands 
and availability of resources. 

The International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development is now mak- 
ing a study of the Venezuelan economy 
for the purpose of preparing recom- 
mendations for a long-term develop- 
ment program. 

In the last analysis, however, the suc- 
cess of the Government's efforts to 
resolve existing problems and devise 
policies and measures for sound and or- 
derly development depends upon re- 
sponsible public approval and support. 

Important segments of the _busi- 
ness community have been disturbed 
by uncertainty on the Administration’s 
attitude toward labor-management re- 
lations and its position on payment of 
substantial obligations to’ business firms 
incurred by the dictatorship. This un- 
certainty has retarded new investment 
and business expansion that the country 
wants and needs. 





possibilities of standardizing certain 
parts and establishing a buying cooper- 
ative which would permit assemblers to 
benefit from bulk purchasing of parts. 
Output of chemicals, particularly 
pharmaceuticals, was on the rise, com- 
pared with 1958. Foreign sales of 
aniline dyes were also higher, as this 
sector benefitted from the general im- 
provement in the textile industry. 


Switzerland’s foreign trade continued 
high. Both imports and exports ex- 
ceeded the volume of the corresponding 
period of 1958. Third quarter exports 
amounted to 1,796.8 million Swiss 
frances, while imports totaled 2,001.2 
million (1 Swiss franc=about US$0.23). 
The trade deficit of 204.4 million francs 
was considerably below the second quar- 
ter deficit of 343.9 million. 

Principal gains in Swiss imports oc- 
curred in motor vehicle imports, ma- 
chinery, and semimanufactured groups. 
Purchases of raw materials, foodstuffs, 
and fuels remained approximately at 
the level of the preceding year. Full _ 
employment and a high consumer de- 
mand accounted for the 40-percent in- 
crease in automobile imports. 

Swiss second quarter foreign sales, 
amounting to 1,796.8 million francs 
showed encouraging improvement. Each 
of the major industries registered high 
exports. Exports of watches showed 
marked progress, although the average 
unit value of watches shipped was be- 
low that of last year. Even textile ex- 
ports, which suffered from foreign 
competition, ended the second quarter 
with an excellent performance. The 
chemical and pharmaceutical industries 
also recorded higher sales abroad. 

The risk of economic division of Eu- 
rope continued to dominate Swiss think- 
ing on external economic policy matters. 
The Swiss are striving to conclude the 
agreement to create the European Free 
Trade Association, or so-called Outer 
Seven. Officials emphasized the Swiss 
view that the Outer Seven is a group- 
ing designed to facilitate ultimate agree- 
ment with the European Economic 
Community to bring about freer trade 
throughout Europe. At the same time 
the Swiss are stressing that the Outer 
Seven is not a means of retaliation nor 
is it an end in itself. The Government’s 
position on this issue, has been generally 
supported by Swiss business circles.— 
U.S. Embassy, Bern. 
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Cuban Yearend Sugar Inventories 
Reduced, Trade Activities Brisk 


Large sugar sales to U.S.S.R. in September will reduce the Cuban 
yearend sugar carryover. A sales contract for sugar deliveries was 


also negotiated with France. 


Cuban exchange reserves showed a slight increase in September, 
although the improvement possibly was due to a remittance backlog. 
Commercial bank credit eased somewhat. Exchange taxes were imposed 
to curtail some commodity imports and to bolster international reserves. 

U.S. mining concessions were questioned. 

Domestic trade activity was stimulated by “scare buying” of appli- 
ances and other commodities affected by the new exchange tax and 
price-control legislation. Sales of soft consumer goods remained high. 


Unemployment declined slightly. 
Sugar Sold to U.S.S.R. 


An agreement was concluded with 
U.SS.R. for the purchase of 330,000 
Spanish long tons of sugar, 100,000 tons 
of which were scheduled for delivery 
this year and the remainder in the first 
3 months of 1960. The new agreement 
brought total U.S.S.R. purchases of Cu- 
ban sugar this year to 500,000 tons. The 
latest sale had the effect of reducing 
Cuba's potential sugar carryover to the 
new year and also of buoying world 
sugar prices. 

Another significant sugar agreement 
concluded during the month was for the 
sale of 150,000 tons to France, 30,000 
tons of which will be from the 1959 
crop. 

Other developments in the export 
sector included the confirmed sale of 
3.5 million gallons of 1959-crop black- 
strap molasses to Norway and 8 million 
gallons to Venezuela. The sales repre- 
sented a variation from the usual trade 
pattern, as the United States and the 
United Kingdom have been the tradi- 
tional buying countries. 


Reserves Improve 


Foreign exchange reserves, as _ re- 
ported by the National Bank, rose from 
$112.3 million to $119.8 million in Sep- 
tember, but the increase did not take 
into account an accumulation of sizable 
exchange remittance requests reportedly 
under consideration by the Monetary 
Stabilization Fund. The increase was 
attributed by official sources to improved 
sugar sales, 


Continued concern over Cuba's re- 
serve position led to institution of ex- 
change surcharges on approximately 200 
commodities for the purpose of restrict- 
ing their importation and thus conserv- 
ing foreign\ exchange (Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, Oct. 5, 1959, p. 7). Gov- 
ernment authorities expected that the 
surcharge would reduce imports of the 
affected commodities, which in 1958 
were valued at $140 million, by at least 
50 percent. At the same time price con- 
trols were imposed on the same com- 
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modities and prices were fixed at levels 
prevailing on September 18. 


Commercial bank credit eased some- 
what as deposits increased, the latter 
largely because of increased Govern- 
ment spending. Volume of loans and 
discounts outstanding remained high, 
although sugar loans dropped. Redis- 
counts with the Central Bank decreased 
from 69.1 million pesos to 47.9 million. 
Collections in general have improved 
over recent months. 

Other developments in the financial 
sector were enactment of a law increas- 
ing consumption taxes on alcoholic bev- 
erages and designation of commercial 
banks as fiscal agents of the Monetary 
Stabilization Fund, the foreign exchange 
authority. 


Domestic Trade Stimulated 


General merchandising activity was 
stimulated by new exchange surcharge 
and price-control measures affecting 
articles classified as nonessential. A sub- 
stantial amount of scare buying was 
reported throughout the island, and in-

ventories of such durable goods as pag. 
senger automobiles, stoves, refrigera 

deep freezers, and other electric appli. 
ances were rapidly depleted. The new 
measures, announced as “temporary,” 
were expected to disrupt normal mer. 
chandising patterns, both retail and 
wholesale, because of uncertainties jp 
replacing inventories. Sales of soft ang 
popular priced consumer goods report. 
edly were high, although gasoline con 


sumption declined because of the slump | 


in tourist activity. 

Tourist activity was still relatively 
slow, although hotels enjoyed a mod. 
erate improvement in business over the 
preceding month. 


Mining Concessions Questioned 

The $75-million Moa Bay (Freeport 
Sulfur) nickel project nearing comple. 
tion was criticized by foreign invest. 
ment opponents. 
indicated the Moa Bay Company con- 
cession would be reviewed but that the 
minerals question would be set aside in 
favor of higher priority problems. 

Cuba's principal manganese producer, 
the Charco Redondo Mine, continued to 
experience labor, management, and tech- 
nical problems. The most recently ap- 
pointed Government interventor  re- 
signed. 


Unemployment Decreases 


Public works continuing at a high rate 
throughout most of the island relieved 
unemployment somewhat, nevertheless 
the scarcity of jobs continued to hold 
first place as labor’s most pressing eco- 
nomic problem. 

Both wages and prices were subject 
to some upward pressure. Collective 
contracts negotiated during the month 
provided wage increases for selected 
groups of workers. 

Prices showed some tendency to rise 
and scarcities of some foodstuffs devel- 
oped.—U.S. Embassy, Havana. 





Colombian Economic Climate Improves 


As Coffee Exports, Oil Output Jump

The Colombian economy showed signs 


of increasing confidence in September, 
strengthened by a record sale of coffee, 
the signing of the International Coffee 
Pact, two coffee barter agreements, an 
increase in import authorizations, and 
an appreciation of the peso in the free 
market. Petroleum production reached 
a record level in August, the Colombian 
Government awarded the El Cerrejon 
coal concession, Paz del Rio steel ex- 
ports rose as a result of the U.S. strike, 
and general business activity was ex- 
cellent. 


Coffee Exports Highest in Years 


Coffee exports of 840,387 60-kilogram 
bags in September set an all-time 
monthly record for Colombia, Exports

The International Coffee Agreement 
signed in Washington on September 24 
limits Colombian exports to the usual 
markets in the year beginning October 
1, 1959, to 5,969,000 60-kilogram bags. 
Although this quota is about 500,000 bags 
below this year’s exports, Colombia may

possibly dispose of a significant amount |

Colombia in September signed two 
barter agreements to exchange coffee 
for manufactured items. The first was 
between Empresa de Telefonos de Bo 
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gota and the Japanese firm of Mitsui 
Bussan of Tokyo in the amount of a 
half million dollars. Empresa will obtain 
telephone cables in exchange for coffee. 
Twenty-five percent of the order is to 
be delivered before the end of 1959, which 
will permit Empresa to complete the 
extension of 7,080 new lines this year. 
The second agreement signed was 
petween the Coffee Federation and the 
Soviet Union for an exchange of coffee 
and U.S.S.R. merchandise to a value of 
US$1 million. 

Import authorizations for September 
at US$40.3 million reached the highest 
level since August 1957. As the .Gov- 
ernment has stated that imports must 
be held to $30 million a month, this 
import level if continued would be 
beyond Colombia’s ability to pay. Most 
of the demand in excess of $30 million 
was represented by a special $7 million 
importation of textile machinery, to- 
gether with a number of copra imports. 
October authorizations are expected to 
drop back to the desired level. 


The exchange rate for the Colombian 
peso in the free market was at 7.80 
pesos to the U.S. dollar in the beginning 
of September, reached a low of 6.73 
pesos by the end of the month, and 
moved to 6.80 pesos to the dollar in the 
first week of October. Appreciation of 
the peso in the free market is accounted 
for by the Government’s reduction in 
surrender prices of coffee and bananas. 


Petroleum Output Sets Record 


Colombian petroleum production set 
a new record in August with 159,343 
barrels a day. This was an increase of 
over 27,000 barrels a day over produc- 
tion a year ago and was primarily the 
result of the great expansion of Colpet’s 
Cicuco field, up 15,700 barrels a day 
over the year, and smaller increases in 
the San Pablo, Velasquez, and Palagua 
fields. 


The Colombian Government awarded 
a contract for exploitation of the El 
Carrejon coal concession to the William 
Fleig Associates and their Colombian 
partners, the Colombian Mining Co. 


Paz del Rio steel mills exported 480 
tons of reinforcing rods to Costa Rica 
and plans to export about 1,000 tons to 
the United States. Negotiations also 
have been underway to ship a sizable 
quantity of welding rods to the United 
States. The negotiations, however, are 
pegged to the U.S. steel strike and if 
the strike is over before shipment, or- 
ders will be canceled. 


The Colombian Tourist Association is 
planning to promote tourism through 
“Bogota Week” to be held February 13- 
20, 1960. Plans are for development of 
San Andres Island as a tourist center. 

The Bank of Bogota has completed 
construction of its 21-story office build- 
ing. Hilton Hotel Corp. has announced 
construction of .a $5 million hotel in 
Bogota, to be built along the route to 
the new Bogota International Airport. 
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New Governmental Policies Restore 
Contidence in Peruvian Economy 


The Peruvian economy after two years of first a decline and then 
stagnation began to show signs of improvement in the second half of 
the year. The Government’s action in July removing price controls and 
subsidies on basic commodities and its announced intent of following 
sound economic and financial policies did much to restore confidence in 


the nation’s economy. 


The balance of trade and payments showed pronounced improve- 
ment. An upturn in business was indicated and commercial activity ap- 


peared to be increasing. 


Although rate of inflation accelerated, the increase was in part due 
to removal of unrealistically low price ceilings. Government measures in 
prospect probably will have a retarding effect. 


A decline in demand and prices for 
Peru’s leading exports begun in the first 
half of 1958 had reduced the value of 
a large portion of the national output 
and brought about an unfavorable pay- 
ments balance, depreciation of the cur- 
rency, and a decline in the Central 
Bank’s gold and foreign exchange re- 
serves. The decline in export prices 
was also partially responsible for an in- 
creased imbalance in the budget. The 
increased cost of imports and the un- 
favorable business conditions that de- 
veloped resulted in price controls which 
in turn further restricted production. 


Business Picks Up 


After the Government in midsummer 
removed price controls and subsidies 
and established sound economic policies, 
business was clearly much more con- 
fident of the future. Sales were re- 
ported active, commercial activity in- 
creased, and an expansion in production 
was indicated. Electric consumption in 
the Lima-Callao area in the third quar- 
ter amounted to 188 million kilowatt- 
hours, up 20 million kilowatt-hours from 
consumption in the same period last 
year. Between the third quarter of 1957 
and the third quarter of 1958 consump- 
tion had increased by only 8 million 
kilowatt-hours. 

Savings which had been deposited or 
invested abroad because of lack of con- 
fidence were returned and should be 
available for use. Certificates of the 
Government's mortgage bank increased 
in price as did also the price of bonds 
representing the Government’s internal 
debt. The general level of interest rates 
showed no decline, another indication 
of increased confidence. 


Payments Position Improved 
Peru’s balance of trade was favorable 
in June through August, and its nega- 
tive balance for the first 8 months of 
the year amounted to only $4.8 million. 
Peru normally has an unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade, as it is a relatively large 





importer of capital. It cannot, however, 
have an imbalance in the order of $63.8 
million as it did in the first 8 months 
of 1957 and of $50.2 million in the same 
period of 1958 without experiencing a 
substantial drain on gold and foreign 
exchange reserves. 

One of the reasons for improvement 


in the balance of payments was the 
large increase in exports of fishery 
products, primarily fishmeal. Last year 
these exports amounted to about $20 
million, which were equaled in the first 
half of 1959. 


Export of iron ore from the new 
Acari development began in August and 
is expected to proceed at the rate of 
1 to 1% million tons a year. Shipments 
of copper extracted from the great 
Toquepala deposit are expected to be+ 
gin in December of this year. 


The balance of payments has been 
favorably affected not only by improve- 
ments in the balance of trade but also 
by the return of substantial amounts of 
funds previously converted into dollars 
as a hedge against depreciation of the 
sol and other unfavorable economic deé- 
velopments in Peru. 


Inflation Accelerates 


Despite the improved balance of pay- 
ments position, the pickup in the do- 
mestic economy, and the increased note 
of confidence, optimism was dampened 
in part by an acceleration in the rate 
of domestic inflation. The cost-of-living 
index in the Lima-Callao area in Au- 
gust was 16.2 percent above that of a 
year ago; an increase of 6.1 percent 
occurred between July and August. The 
latter increase was to a large extent 
the natural result of elimination of sub- 
sidies and removal of price controls. 
Nevertheless, the continued improvement 
in the economic outlook will hinge 
largely on the success of the Adminis- 
tration in restricting excessive mone- 
tary expansion and thus curbing in- 
flation.—U.S. Embassy, Lima. 
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British Import Control Virtually 
Ended; Token Plan Discontinued 


Beginning November 9, most of the remaining controls on imports 
into the United Kingdom from the dollar area, Western Europe, and 
a number of other countries will be abolished, the President of the 


Board of Trade announced on November 4. 


Only the following restrictions now 
remain on imports from sources other 
than the Sino-Soviet bloc and Japan: 


@ On imports from all areas, includ- 
ing the sterling area: Dyes and dye- 
stuffs, potatoes, seeds, sugar, jute man- 
ufactures, arfms and ammunition, radio- 
active substances, and feathers. 

@ On imports from all areas, except 
the sterling area: Baskets and basket- 
ware, coal and coke, apples and pears, 


. whole hams, and milk and milk products. 


@ On imports from the dollar area 
only: Large aircraft, alcoholic bever- 
ages other than whisky, uncanned fish 
other than salmon, bottled and canned 
fruit, bananas, fresh grapefruit, orange 
and grapefruit juice, pork, pharma- 
ceutical products, synthetic rubber, to- 
bacco and manufactures, and transis- 
tors. 


While the import of the items listed 
above will continue to be restricted 
quotas are available, and were increased 
last May, for many of them. In the case 
of fruit, for example, there are dollar 
quotas for most canned fruit, amount- 
ing to more than $15 million. U.S. ex- 
porters can also participate in global 
quotas for Northern Hemisphere fresh 
apples worth about $20 million, and for 
fresh pears over $5 million. Substantial 
imports of other listed items also will 
be permitted. United Kingdom annual 
imports of tobacco from the United 
States exceed $125 million and those 
~ synthetic rubber are nearly $15 mil- 
ion. 


New Items Freed From Control 


The latest dollar liberalization meas- 
ure covers more than 30 groups of 
commodities, the chief of which are the 
following: 


Food Products—Fresh and {rozen salmon; 
meat other than pig meat; fresh citrus fruit, 
other than grapefruit; fruit juices other 
than rapefruit and orange ad and, 
dried fruits. 

Textiles and Clothing—All, including stock- 
ings and lace. 

Other Common Goods—Stationery; sports 
goods and toys; cutlery; imitation Lowery: 
paper manufactures; smokers’ requisites (but 
not tobacco products); low-priced books and 
newspapers with comic supplements; jewelry, 
precious stones, and gold and silver goods: 
and amusement machinery. 

Scientific, Industrial and Optical Instru- 
ments—Includin all cameras and binoculars 
not previously liberalized; photographic and 
cinematographic equipment and films: clocks 
and parking meters; and laboratory and dec- 
orative glassware. 


Vehicles—Includes automobiles, taxis, and 


trucks. 

Industrial and Electrical Machinery * and 
Equipment—All machinery not previously

liberalized, including electronic tubes, but 


not transistors; and diamond dies. 

Other Industrial Materials and Supplies— 
Glass fiber and manufactures; oil; chain; 
wire cloth; and calcium carbide. 


British Token Import Plan Ended 


The wide range of goods covered in 
this liberalization move means that all 
except two items previously permitted 
to be imported into the United Kingdom 
under the British Token Import Plan 
(BTIP) have now been freed from con- 
trol. The two BTIP items which still 
remain subject to import restrictions 
are pharmaceutical and tobacco manu- 
factures. The Token Import Plan, there- 
fore, is being abolished effective No- 
vember 9. All of participating firms in- 
volved in these arrangements are being 
notified that they may now ship goods 
formerly under the Plan free of im- 
port license, and that token quota 
vouchers issued by the Bureau of For- 
eign Commerce are no longer necessary. 


Details of the licensing arrangements 
under which pharmaceuticals and to- 
bacco products will be imported after 
November 9 are being worked out and 
will be announced shortly. 


Full Convertibility Now Nearer 


The November 4 announcement brings 
closer to fulfillment Britain’s progres- 
sive dollar import liberalization pro- 
gram which began in 1953 and 1954 
with the freeing of the principal com- 
modity markets. Other milestones were 
virtual elimination of all controls on 
imports of basic foods and industrial 
raw materials during 1957; the liberal- 
ization of imports of most chemicals in 
August 1958, and of nearly all ma- 
chinery and equipment a month later in 
September 1958. In June 1959, controls 
were removed on a wide range of food- 
stuffs and consumer goods with the 
elimination of a substantial area of dis- 
crimination in the operation of controls 
on dollar goods. The present action is 
another major step in this direction. 

Sterling held by residents outside the 
sterling area was made freely conver- 
tible into any currency, including dol- 
lars, in December 1958. The continuing 
strength of the pound sterling and of 
the underlying balance of payments 
position in the United Kingdom has 
made it possible for the British Govern- 
ment to make rapid progress since then 
to free trade. With the virtual elimina- 
tion of import controls, and the re- 


India Revises 
Import Policy 


The Government of India has made 
some quota readjustments in its import 
licensing policy for the fiscal half-year 
commencing October 1, 1959, within a 
foreign exchange budget of $874 million, 
equal to that of the previous 6-month 
licensing period. A new licensing policy 
for steel also has been released. 

The .~basic objective of the import 
policy is to conserve limited foreign ex- 
change resources and at the same time 
maintain a regular supply of essential 
industrial raw materials which must be 
imported. Administrative procedures for 
the issuance of import licenses have been 
simplified as a measure of efficiency. 

Established importers’ quotas are in- 
creased for nonferrous metals, un- 
exposed cinema film, photographic nega- 


tives, spare parts for automotive 
vehicles, machinery for the automobile 
industry, textbooks, technical books, 


baby foods, printing paper, coal tar dyes, 
packing paper, and other items, 


Users To Get Higher Quotas 


Actual users will receive higher 
quotas for industrial raw materials, 
machinery components, and spare parts. 
To promote exports, more imports of 
machinery for the coal, tea, and jute 
industries will be permitted. 


To offset the increased imports, 
quotas have been ‘reduced for several 
commodities now manufactured in India, 
including electric generators, centrifugal 
and noncentrifugal pumps, bleaching 
powder, water meters, hacksaws, leather 
belting, machine cloth, hardware, certain 
industrial machinery, and ‘synthetic 
resins. 


Import licenses will be granted to 
actual users for the following categories 
of steel products: Tinplate, prime and 
secondaries; terne plate, prime and sec- 
ondary waste; box strappings; strip and 
skelp; stainless steel sheets; castings 
and forgings, unmachined; rerollable 
scrap; mild steel items not normally 
rolled in India, as determined by the 
Government of India Office of Iron and 
Steel Controller; industrial scrap; wire 
of all kinds, and tool and alloy steel, 
other than stainless steel sheets. 


The last two are new items not on 
the previous list of importable steel 
products. The last three items may also 
be imported by established importers, 
subject to quota limitations. 





moval of such other restrictions on the 
convertibility of sterling by British 
residents as the tourist allowance, the 
United Kingdom has moved much closer 
to the goal of full convertibility for the 
pound sterling.

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Brunei Eases Dollar 
Import Restrictions 


Brunei has substantially reduced its 
jist of items which require specific li- 
censes when imported from the United 
States and other dollar area countries. 


This relaxation parallels the recent 
actions by the Governments of Singa- 
pore and the Federation of Malaya (see 
Foreign Commerce Weekly, July 20, 
1959, page 4, and August 10, 1959, page 
9), and follows the pattern of recent 
import relaxations effected in sterling 
area countries throughout the world. 

Although not as yet announced, sim- 
ilar relaxations by the other two areas 
of British Borneo—Sarawak and North 
Borneo—are anticipated shortly on the 
pasis of past correlated actions in such 
matters. 

The degree of relaxation lags some- 
what behind that introduced in Singa- 
pore and the Federation, with a larger 
number of items remaining on the list 
requiring specific licenses. These include, 
for example, automobiles, tobacco, air 
conditioners, refrigerators, radios, clocks, 
and watches. The practical importance 
of the action to U.S. trade interests is 
marginal in view of the limited market 
of the area, together with the preferen- 
tial duties on Commonwealth goods 
which places many U.S. products at a 
competitive disadvantage. 

The relaxations became effective Sep- 
tember 26.

Cuba Enacts New 
Mining Legislation 


The Cuban Government has enacted 
a new mining law affecting hard min- 


erals classified under the second and. 


third sections of existing legislation. 
Although the text of the law is not yet 
available, a Cuban Government news 
release summarized the new provisions 
of the law, the major points of which 
are: 

Mining concessions must be reregis- 
tered within 120 days. A royalty tax of 
10 pesos (1 peso=US$1) per hectare 
annually is imposed on mining proper- 
ties now under exploitation, and 20 
pesos per hectare annually on properties 
considered by the Minister of Agricul- 


‘ture to be inadequately exploited. The 


Minister of Agriculture is empowered 
to order reactivation of inactive mines 
within 60 days of the notification; non- 
compliance automatically cancels con- 
cession rights and ownership reverts to 
the State. 

Concessionaries must pay in cash or 
ore, at the Government's discretion, a 
tax of 5 percent on the value of produc- 
tion, the value being based on the 
highest annual average world price. If 
the minerals are exported, a tax of 25 
percent is assessed. 


The new legislation, enacted on Octo- 
ber 27, does not affect petroleum con- 
cessions; however, the Cuban Prime 
Minister has announced that petroleum 
legislation will be revised also.—U:S.

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Philippines Import 
Budget Up Slightly 


The Philippine Central Bank has an- 
nounced a foreign exchange import 
budget of $129.3 million for the fourth 
quarter of 1959, an increase of about 
$5 million over that of the preceding 
quarter. 

Regular allocations for producers were 
increased slightly, from $50 million to 
$50.4 million, and importers’ allocations 
were increased by $1 million to $318 
million. The remaining $47.1 million— 
up from $43.6 million in the third quar- 
ter—was set aside for special alloca- 
tions, including $10 million for decon- 
trolled items and $5 million for imports 
of the National Marketing Corporation, 
unchanged from the previous quarter; 
$2.4 million for deferred payments; $7 
million for cotton and textile mills; $9.4 
million for other Government alloca- 
tions and $13.3 million for miscellaneous 
other expenses, including nonrecurring 
quotas. 

The general treatment of importers 
and producers by nationality remains 
the same as in the second and third 
quarters. Thus for controlled commodi- 
ties, covering the bulk of imports, 
quotas for U. S. and Filipino producers 
will continue at the 1957 level while im- 
porters’ quotas will be pegged at the 
level of fourth-quarter 1958. U.S. and 
Filipino importers of decontrolled items 
—a limited number of essential food- 
stuffs and drugs—can bring in the full 
amount of their 1957 or 1958 quarterly 


level of participation, whichever is 
_ lower. 
Regular allocations for controlled 


items will continue to be held at 50 per- 
cent of the level of last-quarter 1958 
quotas for non-American alien import- 
ers, who also retain permission to im- 
port decontrolled items only up to 50 
percent of their 1957 or 1958 quarterly 
level of participation, whichever is low- 
er. Non-American alien producers, how- 
ever, continue to receive individual 
quotas at the level of fourth-quarter 
1958. 





Bolivia Drops Consular 
Invoice Requirement 


The requirement of consular invoices 
on shipments to Bolivia was abolished 
by article 16 of a supreme decree of 
September 29, which states that com- 
mercial invoices stamped by the consul 
will suffice for commercial shipments to 
Bolivia.—La Nacion, La Paz, October 1, 
1959. 

Abolishment of the consular invoice 
requirement should be noted in U.S.

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New Zealand To End Discriminatory 
Dollar Goods Licensing in 1960 


The New Zealand import licensing schedule for 1960 eliminates 
discrimination against all dollar imports except motor vehicles and 
timber. Import licenses for all goods other than motor vehicles and 
timber may be used to purchase from any source including the dollar 


area. 

The 1960 schedule enables growing 
businesses to expand their importing 
activities, offers new importers the op- 
portunity to obtain adequate needed 
import licenses, and permits certain 
items—particularly dollar consumer 
goods kept out of New Zealand for a 
decade or more—to enter the New Zea- 
land market at token levels. 

In addition to liberalized licensing 
categories, the new schedule provides 
for more flexibility with the introduc- 
tion of novel features: Importers Re- 
placement or “R” items, Industry 
Groups, Exempt or “E” items, and a 
Token Scheme, administered globally. 
The schedule divides the various groups 
of commodities as follows: 

Replacement or “R” items. Licenses 
for these goods in 1960 will be granted 
to an importer to the extent of 50 per- 
cent of the combined value of his li- 
censes from all sources issued for simi- 
Jar goods in 1959. After the 50-percent 
licensing authorization is used by an 
individual importer, further licenses will 
be granted to him for replacement up 
to a maximum of 150 percent of the 
value of licenses granted for imports 
of similar goods in 1959. Thirty percent 
of imports or 109 items are in this 
category. 

In the “R” category, provision for 
licenses is also made for new importers. 
Firms who wish to obtain “R” imports 
for the first time may apply for an 
entitlement to import such goods up to 
a given limited quantity. After furnish- 
ing evidence that a firm order has been 
placed overseas and that satisfactory 


means of payment are assured; the 
actual license is issued. 
Industry Groups. A new feature of 


the schedule is the establishment of 
15 industry groups. In most cases, im- 
port licenses for goods used in manu- 
facturing may be shifted between com- 
modities within each of these special 
groups. Some of the more important 
industry groups mentioned are the man- 
ufacture of radios, toilet preparations 
and detergents, gas and electric ranges, 
refrigerators and washing machines, 
rubber goods, and foundation garments. 


Exempt or “E” items. These items 
are exempt entirely from any licensing 
requirements. Items involved are not 
numerous, but in value they represent 
approximately 14 percent of total im- 
ports. The items are raw sugar, crude

oil, motor spirits, certain buik oils (for 
example, kerosene and lubricating oils), 
explosives, crude sulfur in buJk, and 
manures. 

The Basic allocation, expected to 
cover 37 percent of total import value 
in 1960, applies to 401 items in the 
new schedule. For these items, the im- 
porter is provided an authorization to 
import in 1960 a specified percentage 
of the value of his imports or licenses 
in a base period, that is, a percentage 
of imports in 1956 or 1957 or licenses 
in 1959. The most common basic alloca- 
tion is 100 percent of the value of 1959 
licenses, 

“C” items. Applications for such im- 
port licenses will be considered individ- 
ually on their merit by the administrat- 
ing authorities. In some cases, a base 
quota is provided in addition to a “C” 
designation. Imports are allowed up to 
a percentage allocation with further im- 
port allowances to be considered by 
the appropriate authorities. Eighteen 
percent of imports are in this group. 

Token Licenses. The Token Scheme 
formerly applicable only to imports 
from the United Kingdom has now been 
revived and applies to imports from al] 
countries. Over a wide range of items 
for which no other allocation is pro- 
vided, token licenses will be available 
for imports up to 10 percent of the 
value of imports of the same goods 
from any source in 1956. For a few 
items severely restricted in 1956, the 
token license will be on the basis of

“D” or prohibited items. Licenses wil] 
not be granted for “D” items except 
in unusual circumstances.

“M” items. Separate licenses are 
granted for such goods from dollar 
countries and nondollar countries. They 
are now restricted to motor vehicles, 
except spare parts, and most types of | 
timber. For timber, separate quotas of 
the same percentages apply to both | 
dollar and nondollar countries but the | 
quotas are not transferable. For motor 
vehicles, applications for import }- 
censes are given individual consideration 
and applications for such goods from 
nondollar sources are generally given | 
preference. 

The Minister of Customs announced | 
that the total effect of the provisions | 
of the 1960 import licensing schedule 
will be reviewed early in the year and | 
the Government will make further pro- 
visions which it deems desirable in the | 
light of the country’s trading position 
at that time. New Zealand's exports to | 
the United States doubled in the last | 
2 years resulting in a substantial sur- 
plus in New Zealand’s balance of pay- 
ments with the United States. New 
Zealand’s-current liberalization of trade 
with the dollar area should result in 
an expansion of imports from the United 
States.—U.S. Embassy, Wellington.

Mozambique Bans 
Some |mports 


Mozambique now prohibits certain im- 
ports from all countries other than 
members of the Organization for Euro- 

an Economic Cooperation (OEEC), 
and has taken steps to reduce automo- 
bile imports. 

Exceptions will be made only in those 
cases in which local or Portuguese pro- 
duction proves insufficient to meet the 
needs of the Mozambique market. The 
list of prohibited imports will be re- 
yiewed periodically to add new items or 
to remove items no longer requiring 
protection. A need to redress a chroni- 
cally adverse balance of trade and to 
promote and protect local industry were 
the reasons given for the enactment of 
these measures. 

The list of items now prohibited im- 
port—published in the Boletim Official 


' No. 38 of September 1959—is as fol- 


lows: 

Absorbent cotton: barbed wire; plastic 
articles; cast-iron water tanks; refrigerated 
counters and display cases; cookies and bis- 
cuits of all types; rubber for retreading tires; 


pomades of low quality; metal bodies to be 
mounted on trucks, trailers, and semitrailers; 
metal window frames; lime; bicycle inner- 
tubes; glass lamps and chimneys of all types, 
mirrors, and beveled glass; metal bus bodies; 
“gloy”’ glue; innerspring mattresses; confec- 
tionery; plywood; metal sofas, beds, and bed 
frames; candy and sweets; and meatal frames; 
men’s readymade suits: fresh yeast; 
Cast-iron stoves, cast-iron pressing irons; 
bottles and demijohns: absorbent gauze: in- 
secticides; liqueurs; bandages: aluminum 
kitchen ware; finished lumber—frames, cas- 
ings, moldings, etc.; sewer pipe; margarine; 
flour products, such as spaghetti, macaroni, 
etc.; metal furniture; tiles; oxygen and ace- 
tylene; toilet paper; all types of posts for 
electrical, telephone, and signal use; metal 
and plastic mosquito netting; soap, except 
medicinal; candles: paper bags: leather shoes; 
canvas and rubber shoes: ice cream: bricks 
and ceramics, except refractory type; glass 
bricks; and writing ink. 


A new regulation increases the ceiling 
price permitted on automobiles to 
$2,428 c.if., but at the same time ex- 
tends controls to include all countries 
which are not members of the OEEC, 
rather than just the dollar area. Previ- 
ously, American car imports were not 
particularly affected as most of them 
were from the Union of South Africa

Increase Pomsinankie 
Import Tariff Proposed 


An across-the-board increase of 1 
percent in Panama’s current import 
tariff is being considered by the Gov- 
ernment as a complementary measure 
to steps being contemplated to reduce 
the level of rentals paid by the working 
classes of the country. 

The resulting increase in revenue, 
estimated at about $1 million, would be 
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available to the National Housing In- 
stitute—Instituto de la Vivienda y 
Urbanismo—for loans to builders of low- 
cost housing, to encourage - investment 
in that field, according to the Minister 
of Treasury and Finance. At present, 
the Minister states, banks extend mort- 
gage loans covering only 60 percent of 
the assessed value of the property; with 
this special fund, the Housing Institute 
would be able to make additional loans 
of up to 30 percent of the value of the 
property. 

The most recent revision of the Pan- 
amanian customs tariff was announced 
in Foreign Commerce Weekly, January 
19, 1959, page 8. 





Korea May Auction 
Foreign Exchange 


The Korean Government has an- 
nounced that it is planning to auction 
another $10 million of its foreign ex- 
change holdings before the close of 1959 
should this prove necessary to prevent 
domestic prices from rising. If realized, 
the $10 million sale of foreign exchange 
would bring the 1959 total of such sales 
to $29.4 million, compared with only 
$13 million for all of 1958. 


The Korean Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry is said to be studying the 
advisability of removing import restric- 
tions on certain commodities, local prices 
of which have registered substantial in- 
creases. Commodities of particular con- 
cern to the Government include galvan- 
ized iron sheets and wire, steel angles, 
ceramic tiles, lavatory porcelainware, 
sheet glass, asphalt tiles, and woodfree 
printing paper. ; 

Most, if not all, of these commodities 
are permitted import under the current 
trade program, but their import is re- 
stricted by the Government and only 
limited quantities have so far been 
licensed. As a result, the Seoul whole- 
sale price index for nongrain commodi- 
ties has risen steadily since mid-July, 
largely because of curtailment of trade 
with Japan.—U.S. Embassy, Seoul.

Morocco, IMF Set Par 
Value for New Currency 


The Government of Morocco has en- 
tered into a 1-year, $25-million standby 
arrangement with the International 
Monetary Fund and has agreed with 
the Fund on an initial par value for a 
new currency unit, the derham. 


The parities for the derham—which 
is equal to 100 Moroccan francs—in 
terms of gold and of the U.S. dollar of 
the weight and fineness in effect on 
July 1, 1944, are as follows: 0.175610 
grams of fine gold per derham; 177.117 
derhams per troy ounce of fine gold; 
5.06049 derhams per U.S. dollar; and 
19.7609 U.S. cents per derham. 


The establishment of the par value, 
which represents a 17 percent devalu- 
ation from the previous offi.ial rate for 
the Moroccan franc, will be accompa- 
nied by the elimination of a 10 percent 
exchange tax introduced in January 
1959 on transfers to France and other 
frane area countries, and by a relaxa- 
tion of certain restrictions on current 
payments. 


The Moroccan Government has con- 
sented to an increase in Morocco’s 
quota in the Fund from $35 million to 
$52.5 million, and will soon complete 
the steps necessary to make this in- 
crease effective. 


The standby arrangement is intend- 
ed to enable it to meet contingencies 
in the period following the establish- 
ment of the new par value. 


Netherlands Sends Trade 
Missions to Peru, Ecuador 


The Netherlands Government has sent 
trade missions to Ecuador and Peru to 
explore the possibilities for Dutch parti- 
cipation in the economic development of 
the two Latin American countries. 


One Netherlands Government official 
headed both missions, which included 
about 17 representatives from Dutch in- 
dustry, estate companies, public utilities, 
and shipbuilding firms. The missions 
were scheduled to visit Peru October 
16 to October 24, and Ecuador October 
25 to November 1.—U.S. Embassy, The 
Hague. 








Lower cotton prices, along with a 
prospective increase in consumption and 
a reduction in carryover of cotton at 
the end of 1958-59, point to larger cot- 
ton imports into Sweden during’ the 
August 1959-July 1960 season. The U.S. 
share of the Swedish cotton market is 
expected to increase this season in 
view of the competitive price of U.S. 
cotton, according to the Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service. 
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Tangier To Lose 
Special Status 


Tangier’s special status, granted by 
the Royal Charter of August 1957 (see 
Foreign Commerce Weekly, Sept. 30, 
1957, p. 9), is to be abolished, its special 
privileges of free money market and 
free trade revoked, and the city is to 
be integrated into Morocco 6 months 
after the notice given by the Moroccan 
Government on October 17, 1959. 


Following this announcement, interim 
controls for certain imports to Tangier 
were established by decree No. 2-59-1736 
of the same date, promulgated October 
19. Detailed regulations implementing 
the decree are yet to be issued. 


Import into Tangier of certain com- 
modities are now subject to special au- 
thorization. 


Tangier customs authorities state that 
the following imports must be licensed 
by the Economic Section of the Tangier 
Government: 


Refined sugar, tea, fats, products con- 
trolied by the Office dés Cereales 
(cereals, corn, flour, semolina, etc.), tex- 
tiles, thread, readymade clothing and 
underwear, shoes, handicraft leather 
goods, household hardware (enamel), 
electric wire, chocolates, and other 
goods included in the list for which a 
quota system has been established by 
the Dahir of March 24, 1955, as supple- 
mented by subsequent legislation. This 
licensing requirement includes merchan- 
dise which arrived in Tangier port be- 
fore October 19 but was not declared 
to Customs.—U.S. Embassy, Rabat, and 
U.S. Consulate, Tangier. 
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Argentina Drops Agricultural 
Machinery Import Surcharge 


Imports into Argentina of machinery 
for agricultural, livestock, and forestry 
exploitation have been exempted by a 
Government decree of surcharge and 
prior deposit provided such machinery 
is not of a type manufactured in Ar-* 
gentina: Import applications for such 
machinery should be submitted to the 
Secretariat of Agriculture for determin- 
ing whether or not the import is en- 
titled to surcharge exemption. The Sec- 
retariat of Industry is responsible for 
certifying that the machinery is not of 
a type manufactured in Argentina. 


The exemptions on noncompetitive 
agricultural machinery imports com- 
plement a decree of September 1959 
(see Foreign Commerce Weekly, Sep- 
tember 21, 1959, page 11), which au- 
thorized surcharge-free imports of in- 
dustrial machinery of a type not manu- 
factured in Argentina. Whether or not 


Canada Amends Marking 


Requirement for Tubes 


The Order in Council effective De- 
cember 1, 1959, requiring electronic 
tubes of glass imported into Canada to 
be marked by sand blasting has been 
amended to permit marking by etching 
as well. 

All such tubes imported from the 
United States may be marked simply 
“U.S.A,” Those carrying the name of the 
manufacturer with that of the city and 
state in which they were produced also 
will be considered properly marked.

Abolished by Italy 


Duty-free import into Italy of indi- 
vidual gift parcels known as “pacco 
familiare gratutia”’—free family pack- 
age—has been abolished. 





A law enacted in 1949 had permitted 
import free of customs charges and im- 
port license of parcel post gift packages 
containing small quantities of certain 
merchandise with a maximum weight 
of 10 kilograms. 

Although all merchandise sent to Italy 
is now subject to customs duties, items’ 
included in the “pacco dono franco 
valuta”—gift package free from Italian 
foreign exchange restricitions—remain 
exempt from the import license require- 
ment and may be sent by parcel post 
or any other available service. 

Free entry was abolished by a law 
of August 3, effective 30 days later.

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“NATO Projects in UK. 
_ Italy Open to Bidders 


Two new projects, one in England and 
the other in Italy, have been opened to 
US. bidders under the international 
competitive bidding procedure of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, 
(NATO), the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce has reported. 

The project in England, estimated to 
cost about $700,000, calls for construc- 
tion of a P.O.L. storage depot at 
Rosneath in the Dumbartonshire area of 
Scotland. Included in the work are 
buried storage tanks in steel or pre- 
stressed. concrete, associated pipelines, 
and combined pumphouse and adminis- 
trative building. 

Estimated to cost about $240,000, the 
project in Italy calls for extension of the 
pier at San Antonio.

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Trade Liberalization Pattern Maintained 


The pattern of dollar liberalization established in the first 6 months 
of the year was maintained in the third quarter as countries of the 
British Commonwealth and Western Europe continued to reduce dis- 


crimination against dollar imports. 


The move to convertibility of major European currencies in Decem- 
ber 1958 dramatically emphasized the improved foreign exchange posi- 
tion of European nations, and with the rationale for dollar discrimination 
eliminated, liberalization has proceeded at a rapid rate. Today many 
U.S. products can be sold in markets which had been restricted or closed 
since World War II. Further improvement is anticipated. 

In countries of Latin America, Asia, and Africa, foreign Govern- 
ment actions have tended to be a mixture of liberalizing and restrictive 


moves, though without discrimination against the dollar. No clear trend . 


or pattern is apparent except that members of the sterling area are 
following the example of the Uziited Kingdom in eliminating discrimina- 


tory restrictions. 
OEEC Dollar Market Expands 


Western Europe in the third quarter 
improved as a market for American 
goods as France, Turkey, Spain, and the 
United Kingdom removed discriminatory 
restrictions and France, Norway, and 
the Netherlands simplified import proce- 
dures. See page 8 for latest develop- 
ments in the United Kingdom. 


France, on September 26 continued 
liberalization of dollar imports by free- 
ing from quantity limitations a wide 
variety of products. These include cer- 
tain prunes, dried apricots, passenger 
automobiles of a cy!inder capacity of 
3,000 cubic centimeters or over (the 
$3 million 1959 quota remains in effect 
for smaller U.S. automobiles), outboard 
motors, carbon black (tunnel process), 
monosodium glutamate, terramycin, sen- 
sitized plates and film, rolling mills, 
electric junction boxes, some cinema- 
tographic films, products of polymeriza- 
tion of styrene without added material 
and polymerized chloroacetate. In addi- 
tion, the Government has announced 
that quantitative restrictions will be 
removed on January 1, on edible offals, 
medicines and vaccines for human and 
veterinary use, and synthetic rubber. 

This latest move brings the French 
level of dollar trade liberalization up to 
about 80 percent, based on 1953 private 
trade, and follows the liberalization of 
certain industrial products at the end 
of July. France also introduced a sim- 
plified procedure for importation of 
liberalized products. 


One of the most important develop- 
ments in the quarter was the inclusion 
of Spain in the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation. In joining OEEC, 
Spain accepted a stabilization program 
agreed to by other OEEC members and 
the International Monetary Fund. Al- 
though special charges and duties on 
imports were generally increased, the 
25-percent ad valorem exchange tax was 
abolished and the Spanish Government 
liberalized about 50 percent of 1950 
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private imports both from OEEC and 
the dollar area. Spain on August 7, 
announced its first nondiscriminatory 
global quotas to a total of $75 million. 

The United Kingdom in August freed 
import of butter from the dollar area. 
The freeing of butter was hastened by 
a decline in U.K. production as a result 
of dry weather and poor pasture condi- 
tions. Import of other dollar dairy prod- 
ucts were freed in June. 


Turkey on August 3, removed from 
quota control an additional 110 groups 
of items, mostly raw materials for the 
chemical and drug industry. Demand for 
these goods was officially estimated at 
US$25 million. The newly freed items, 
together with items freed from quota 
controls in the second global list issued 
in mid-May—raw materials, machinery, 
spare parts—make a total of 270 groups 
of items now liberalized for import into 
Turkey from the dollar area. 


Norway on July 1 removed from im- 
port-licensing control cement, organic 
chemicals, plastics, air-conditioning 
equipment, packaging machinery, coin- 
operated dispensers, machinery for the 
food industry, and phonograph records 
and tapes. These items had previously 
been licensed liberally. 


The Netherlands, in July, simplified 
its import procedures by eliminating 
licensing for most imports from all 
sources as well as the requirement that 
permits be obtained for foreign ex- 
change for current payment transac- 
tions between the Netherlands and most 
other countries, including the United 
States. 

Also, Finland expanded its list of im- 
ports freed from quantitative restric- 
tions in April by adding roasted and 
unroasted coffee from the dollar area. 


Commonwealth Areas Relax Controls 


Sterling convertibility has permitted 
many British Commonwealth areas to 
follow the United Kingdom’s lead in 
reducing dollar discrimination. Australia,

The Federation of Rhodesia and Ny- 
asaland announced on September jj 
further liberalization of dollar imports, 
Among the newly decontrolled items are 
aircraft, refrigerators, stoves, heating 
appliances, washing machines, firearms 
hardware, lamps, playing cards, hair. 
clippers and scissors, quilts, cocoa and 
drinking chocolate, carbon and blotting 
paper, and military band instruments, | 
In addition;—the quota established in 
August of $28,000 for ladies’ silk and 
nylon stockings was increased to $56,- 
000. The newly decontrolled items are 
significant in that American trade pos- 
sibilities appear promising, even with a 
comparatively high rate of duty for some 
items. 

Announcement was made *: Septem- 
ber that the British West Indies token 
import plan would be terminated on 
January 1. The plan, under which a 
number of imports from the United 
States and Canada have been admitted 
on a token basis into the British West 
Indies, as well as into the Bahamas, 
British Guiana, and British Honduras, 
has been in operation since 1950. Now | 
that most items from dollar sources 
have been liberalized, the plan is being 
scrapped. 

Ceylon has relaxed restrictions on im- 
port of goods from the dollar area. All 
commodities under individual license | 
from the dollar area, including textiles, 
fountain pens, and canned fruits and 
vegetables, may now be imported freely 
by registered Ceylonese traders or in- 
dent agents. For non-Ceylonese firms, 
the license quota of textiles is raised 
from 10 to 20 percent of their 1951 im- 
ports, and the quota for all other items 
under license from the dollar area is in- 
creased from 50 percent to 100 percent 
of their 1951 imports. '

Japan Increases Import Budget 


Japan has announced a foreign cur- 
rency budget for the 6-month period 
October 1, 1959-March 31, 1960, of $2,- 
128 million for commodity imports, plus 
a reserve of $200 million. The new 
budget is an increase of $387 million 
above that of the preceding 6-month 
period. Sizeable increases are made for 
import of foodstuffs, by $17 million; 
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textile raw materials, $150 million; iron 
and steel raw materials, $51 million; 
nonferrous metal and ores, $15 million; 
petroleum, $26 million; and machinery, 
$35 million. 

The Japanese Government also placed 
152 new items under “automatic ap- 
proval.” Of these 124 are special prod- 
ucts in the chemical field and 28 mis- 
cellaneous commodities, such as cement, 
wood screws, coal tar, creosote, vinylon 
fibre, and crude benzo]. Lauan wood and 


‘ copper alloy scrap will be imported on

Thailand Reimposes Controls 
Thailand on September 14 reintro- 


duced individual import licensing of 
meat, fruits, and vegetable oils after 
freeing those items from licensing last 
June. In addition, nine other classes of 
goods were also made subject to indivi- 
dual import licensing. The new import 
restrictions appear to be aimed primarily 
at more efficient control on import of 
goods from communist China. 


LA. Tends To Intensify Controls 

Nontariff actions by the Latin Amer- 
ican Governments tended to be re- 
restrictive, although not discriminatory. 

Guatemala now prohibits importation 
of soft wheat and soft wheat flour from 
any source, 

Dominican Republic has placed some 
heavy machinery and equipment under 
import control. 


Mexico and Venezuela have added 
several items to lists of goods requiring 
prior import permits. 

Paraguay has established an additional 
5-percent “exchange surcharge” on the 
landed cost of all imports except petro- 
leum products and imports from neigh- 
boring countries, 


Colombia has increased prior import 
deposits to 130 percent for imports for- 
merly requiring 100-percent deposits and 
has extended the period during which 
the deposits are retained from 60 to 90 
days after arrival of the goods. 


On the other hand, Paraguay and 
Ecuador have reduced amounts required 
as prior deposits on imports, Peru has 
abolished its import quota for automo- 
biles, Uruguay has removed farm equip- 
ment from import control, and Argentina 
has abolished the 40-percent surcharge 
on imported industrial machinery and 
motors except some types manufactured 
locally. 


Cuba continued to impose various 
restrictive regulations throughout the 
quarter, Effective August 27 all foreign 
exchange operations in connection with 
payment of merchandise imports under 
documentary collection, open account, 
or letter of credit must have prior ap- 
proval of the Cuban Monetary Stabiliza- 
tion Fund. The new regulation places 
virtually all Cuban imports under con- 
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trol. Also, Cuba has placed a surcharge 
on exchange remittances for luxury or 
semiluxury imports licensed after Sep- 
tember 18. IMF has approved the sur- 
charge on the basis of balance of pay- 
ments difficulties now facing Cuba. 

A trend toward trade liberalization is 
taking place in Uruguay, where the Gov- 
ernment has initiated steps which when 
implemented would eliminate preferen- 
tial treatment in quantitative restric- 


tions on imports from countries with 
which it has bilateral trade agreements. 
These steps should benefit American 
goods as the United States has no bi- 
lateral trade agreement with Uruguay. 


Near East Trends Mixed 


Iraq under its 1959 import-licensing 
program has transferred 11 items from 
the limited-allocation category to un- 
limited allocation. The items are neck- 
ties; cotton textile except white and 
gray sheetings and chintz; celophane 
bags; tape recorders, dictaphones, and 
accessories; noncommercial refrigerators 
and accessories; canned cheese; watches; 
watch bands; nails except carpentry; 
canned foodstuffs; and toilet paper. In 
July, Iraq banned importation of sec- 
ondhand clothing. 

Aden, which formerly prohibited im- 
port of air conditioners from the dollar 
area, now permits under license import 
of self-contained air conditioners of up 
to 2 horsepower. 

Lebanon prohibits import of flour from 
all countries except Syria. 

Tunisia now prohibits imports of fur- 
niture and other wood articles; rawhides 
and skins other than furskins; leather, 
including tanned and washed hides; and 
leather scrap and waste. This measure 
follows last year’s prohibitions on import 
of shoes and other footwear and is de- 
signed for the promotion and expansion 
of Tunisian tanneries and shoe manu- 
facturing industries. Also, Tunisia in 
September added chalk and colored 
earths to prohibited commodities.

Japanese Trade Mission 
Visits Cities in U.S. 


An official Japanese trade mission to 
the United States was greeted by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Frederick H. Muel- 
ler on October 26 prior to the mission’s 
departure for a month’s tour which will 
include stopovers in New York, Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, Hous- 
ton, Dallas, Los Angeles, and Honolulu. 


This is the second Japanese trade 
mission to come to the United States 
in post-war years. Its visit corresponds 
to similar visits which US. trade mis- 
sions have made to Japan. The purpose 
of these exchanges is the promotion of 
trade and good will between the two 
countries. 


The mission consists of 8 members, 
6 businessmen and two government 
officials. The private members of the 
mission represent a _ cross-section of 
Japanese industry; the two public mem- 
bers represent the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, and the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry. 


Seitaro Okamatsu, president of Chi- 
yoda Kogyo Co., Ltd., counselor to both 
Japan and Tokyo Chambers of Com- 
merce, is leader of the mission, consist- 
ing of Chosaku Kono, deputy director, 
Bureau of Overseas Business, Hitachi 
Seisaku Co., Ltd., Shigeo Motsumoto, 
president, Fujikura Rubber Co., Ltd.; 
Hideo Nanri, president, Nanri Trade 
Co., Ltd.; Isamu Shimura, vice presi- 
dent, Toyo Menka Co., Ltd.; and Sojo 
Suganami, president, Hino Automobile 
Sales Co., Ltd. Members representing 
the Japanese Government are Yutaka 
Nomura, American Section, Economic 
Affairs Bureau, Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, and Tetsutaro Suzuki, Second 
Overseas Market Section, International 
Trade Bureau, Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry.

Ghana To Expand 
Telephone System 


New telephone exchanges, additions 
to several existing installations, and ex- 
tensions to underground cable systems 
will provide accommodations for more 
than 33,600 new subscribers in Ghana, 
Extensions to Ghana’s telephone net- 
work and improvements in the quality 
of service offered will be undertaken 
during the second development plan, 
1959-64. 

The national trunk network has been 
strengthened substantially by the in- 
stallation of land line carriers on exist- 
ing cable lines and VHF multichannel 
radio telephone links radiating from 
Accra to Takoradi in the west and to 
Kumasi and Tamale in the center and 
north. Radio-telephone links are being 
installed between Accra and Ho and 
Kumasi and Sunyani. VHF links will 
be provided later in the Northern Re- 
gion and will extend connections from 
Tamale to the extreme northeast and 
northwest of the country. 

New automatic exchanges are sched- 
uled for Accra, Tema, Takoradi, Sekon- 
di, Cape Coast, Koforidua, and Tarkwa. 
A post office and telephone exchange, to 
be completed in mid-1962, with an ini- 
tial complement of 3,000 lines and an 
ultimate capacity of 10,000 is to be built 
in Accra. 


Airline Wants To Extend 
Orient Service, Cut Fare 


Northwest Orient Airlines has pro- 
posed to the Civil Aeronautics. Board, 
plans for a full pattern of jet-age 
air service and a new economy class 
between major U.S. population centers 
and all major Orient points, via both 
the North and Central Pacific routes. 

Under these plans Northwest would 
provide 14 round-trip DC-8 flights across 
the Pacific each week, offering at least 
one round-trip flight per day to each 
of the nation’s major traffic points. 
Through-plane Orient service would be 
provided to such cities as New York, 
Washington, Detroit, ‘ Seattle-Tacoma, 
Les Angeles, San Francisco, Honolulu, 
and Anchorage. 

Northwest now operates daily passen- 
ger round-trip flights across the North 
Pacific, in addition to five weekly cargo 
schedules. It is seeking the right to 
compete with Pan American Airways 
on the latter's routes from Los Angeles 

San Francisco to the Orient, via 
beth Honolulu and the North Pacific 
route. Northwest operates daily service 
between the Pacific Northwest and 
Hawaii. 

In addition to its transpacific serv- 
ices, Northwest proposes to serve Hon-

olulu with 14 round trips a week from 
San Francisco and 14 from Los Angeles, 
with DC-8 aircraft. It also seeks route 
extension beyond Hong Kong to Thai- 
land, Viet-Nam, Singapore, and Indo- 
nesia. 

Northwest proposes a substantial re- 
duction in transpacific fare levels, made 
possible by traffic increases and the 
greater capacity of jet aircraft. The 
company would introduce an economy 
class fare of $395 between West Coast 
cities and Tokyo, and $495 between New 
York and Tokyo—about 20 percent less 
than present tourist-class fares. 


The current transpacific route case 
was instituted by the CAB at the re- 
quest of President Eisenhower. A deci- 
sion in the case is not expected until 
late 1960. 





Belgian Airline 
To Buy U.S. Jets 


Societe Anonyme Belge D’Exploita- 
tion de la Navigation Aerienne (Sabena) 
will purchase 5 U.S. commercial jet air- 
craft with the assistance of a $20- 
million credit extended by 7 U.S. com- 
mercial banks and the Export-Import 
Bank. 

Total cost of the transaction between 
Sabena, the Boeing Airplane Co. of 
Seattle, and United Aircraft Co., Hart- 
ford will be about $35.6 million. The 
purchase will include Boeing 707s plus 
16 spare Pratt and Whitney engines 
and related equipment, 

Sabena intends to use the Boeing 
707’s on two routes, especially on the 
North Atlantic between Brussels and 
New York. The African route, Brussels- 
Leopoldville-Johannesburg, with addi- 
tional stops of Stanleyville and Eliz- 
abethville in the Belgian Congo when 
the latter airports become available for 
jet operations, will receive the new air- 
craft. Boeing will deliver 1 jet in 
December 1959 and in Januray, Febru- 
ary, May, and June 1960. 

U.S. suppliers and commercial banks 
are participating in the credit to the 
extent of $8 million. Of this amount 
commercial banks are participating to 
the extent of $6 million for their own 
account and risk in the early maturities. 

The Bundespost has opened a central 
telex office at Frankfurt for stock ex- 
change telegrams between the Federal 
Republic of Germany and the United 
States. The office accepts stock ex- 
change telegrams from German telex 
subscribers for transmission over a spe- 
cial radio telegraph circuit to a similar 
R.C.A. office in New York City. Tele- 
grams are then forwarded directly to 
U.S. telex subscribers. This service is 
also available from the United States 
to West Germany.—U.S. Embassy, Bonn. 





Eximbank To Assist 
Italian Powerplant 


A credit of $34 million has been ex- 
tended by the Export-Import Bank to 
assist establishment in Italy of the 
largest nuclear powerplant to be built 
for a private company in Europe, the 
Bank has announced. The plant con- 
tains a reactor with the largest planned 
capacity ever sold aboard by U.S. man- 
ufacturers. 

The credit was the first issued by the 
Bank for a single atomic-power project 
—the 165,000-kilowatt Enrico Fermi in- 
stallation of Societa Elettronucleare 
Italiana, (SELNI) scheduled to go cri- 
tical in about 4 years. The unit is 
designed to permit an increase in out- 
put from the initial 165,000 kilowatts 
of net electrical energy to 225,000 kilo- 
watts as reactor technology advances. 

The financing was authorized to Isti- 
tuto Mobiliare Italiano (IMI) for the 
benefit of SELNI, which is owned by 
several private’ electric-power com- 
panies. SELNI will be interconnected 
with the major power networks of 
Northern Italy. 

IMI is the major credit institution in 
Italy for medium and long-term fi- 
nancing to industry. Credits totaling

Value of Sales Rises 
~ At Utrecht Trade Fair 


Brisk trading, with the accent on 
quality goods, was reported aft the 73d 
International Trade Fair in Utrecht, 
Netherlands, September 7-12. 

Visitors from 60 countries were regis- 
tered at the Fall Fair and 1,138 firms 
participated. The decline in number of 
countries represented and exhibiting 
firms, compared with the 1958 Fall Fair, 
was attributed to the increasing number 
of specialized trade fairs in the Nether- 
lands. Generally, exhibitors reported 
that they were satisfied with the num- 
ber of visitors and orders received. Al- 
though the number of orders placed was 
smaller than last year, the value was 
substantially higher. 

U.S. exhibitors indicated that the 
Utrecht Trade Fairs~ are an excellent 
way to display their products to a large 
number of interested persons. The 
United States had 19 of the 409 foreign 
principals represented by domestic ex- 
hibitors.

nearly $180 million have been extended 
by the Export-Import Bank to Italian 
industry through IMI since 1947. This 
credit to IMI for SELNI is repayable 
over 15% years commencing in 1964. 
The credit is to be guaranteed by the 
Italian government. 

Eximbank’s $34-million credit in be- 
half of SELNI will finance expenidtures 
in the United States for equipment, 
materials and services—including pro- 
cessing and fabrication of the initial 
fuel core—required for installation of 
the nuclear powerplant estimated to 
cost about $64 million. 

Westinghouse Electric International 
Co. is providing the nuclear equipment 
and design, as well as the electric gen- 
erator for the project. Gibbs and Hill 
of New York, is engineering the project 
in collaboration with SELNI engineers: 
The steam turbine will be built by 
Franco Tosi, Legnano, Italy, under li- 
cense from Westinghouse. To assist in 
evaluation of the nuclear aspects of the 
project, the Export-Import Bank ob- 
tained the services of Pickard-Warren- 
Lowe Associates of Washington, D. C., 
consulting engineers for atomic energy 
developments. 

Of three nuclear power plants now 
planned in Italy, SELNI’s Enrico Fermi 
Nuclear Power Plant will be the only 
one which will be virtually privately 
owned. The installation will comprise 
a complete nuclear steam generating 
plant with all necessary auxiliaries. It 
will include a fueled core; facilities for 
fuel storage and handling; facilities for 
storage and disposal of radioactive 
waste; a turbo-generator; a high-volt- 
age switchyard and other necessary 
conventional facilities; and workshops, 
laboratories, and offices. 





The 1959 commercial production of 
French walnuts is forecast at about 
25,000 short tons, unshelled basis. This 
is below last year’s crop of 29,000 tons 
but above harvests in 1956 and 1957, 
according to the Foreign Agricultural 
Service.

Japanese Bearing Exports Grow 


The Japanese bearing industry now produces about 60 million 
units annually. Exports also have increased significantly, particularly 
to the United States. Prior to 1957, exports of bearings to the United 
States were negligible, but the value had risen to 11.6 million yen at the 
end of 1957 and 36 million yen, or US$100,000, in 1958. 


The postwar recovery of bearing pro- 
duction and improvement in quality of 
the product have been achieved as a 
result of the general recovery and ex- 
pansion of the Japanese economy, mod- 
ernization of equipment, and the ration- 
alization program of a bearing industry 
cartel established in 1956 by the five 
producers which dominate the industry. 
At the close of 1955, Japan had 334 
companies engaged in the manufacture 
of bearings. 


In terms of quantity, postwar produc- 
tion has surpassed the period before 
the end of World War II. In 1954, out- 
put reached the previous peak of 36 
million units in 1944, and rose to 48 mil- 
lion units in 1956, 61 million in 1957, 
and 55 million in 1958. 


Auto Industry Largest User 


Currently the principal end users of 
bearings are the automobile, electric 
machine, and machine tool industries. 
The automobile industry is the largest 
user, taking about 35 percent of total 
bearing production. 

Recent increases in the use of bear- 
ings, reflecting higher degree of mech- 
anization have brought about modern- 
ization of bearing manufacturing 
eqiupment and &n improvement in qual- 
ity to the point where locally made 
bearings are recognized as being suit- 
able for aircraft machines and equip- 
ment. Only a few large makers, -how- 
ever, can turn out such high-quality 
products. The many medium and small 
producers concentrate on _ products 
which do not require the same high 





Still-Camera Production 
Declines in Germany 


Still-camera production in the Fed- 
eral Republic of Germany in the second 
quarter of 1959 declined causing the 
first 6 months total to be about 4 per- 
cent less than that period of 1958. 


Production in the first half totaled 
1,453,494 still cameras, compared with 
1,395,418 cameras and 1,512,310 cameras 
for those periods in 1957 and 1958. 


Special cameras for technical and 
scieartific uses produced during this pe- 
riod totaled 2,494, an increase of about 
8 percent over the corresponding period 
of 1958.—Scientific, Motion-Picture, and 
Photographic Products Division, Busi- 
ness and Defense Services Administra- 
tion, 
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degree of precision, such as bearings 
for farm machinery, bicycles, and small- 
sized automobiles, general machines, and 
tools. 


Although the overall demand for 
bearings increased during the postwar 
years, the sudden rise in productive 
capacity which came as a result of 
plant modernization caused a recession 
in 1957 when supply exceeded demand. 
As a countermeasure, producers started 
exporting to such markets as Brazil, 
Argentina, and other Central and South 
American countries and to Thailand and 
India. ' 

Total exports of bearings in 1958 
amounted to 1,385 million yen, or $3.8 
million.—U.S. Consulate General, Kobe- 
Osaka. 


Philippine Cement Firm 
To Open Plant in Manila 


A loan agreement under which the 
U.S. Government will lend $3.7 million 
to Mindanao Portland Cement Corp. in 
the Philippines has been ‘signed, the 
Development Loan Fund has announced. 

Mindanao is a privately owned Philip- 
pine corporation located at 611-613 
Shurdut Building, Walled City, Manila. 

The new plant will produce 125,000 
tons of cement a year and will save the 
Philippines an estimated $1.9 million a 
year in foreign exchange now spent to 
import cement, virtually all of it from 
non-U.S. sources. It also will help speed 
development of the Island of Mindanao 
and, by relieving the cement shortage, 
help stabilize construction costs 
throughout the Philippine archipelago. 

Powerplant expansion, a steel mill, 
two mines, road and bridge building 
programs, and river and flood-control 
programs are prospective developments 
in the immediate vicinity of the new 
plant which will utilize its production. 
Some of its output also may be used 
on the island of Luzon, where extensive 
building is taking place. 

The company has already procured a 
site for the new plant and done some 
preliminary engineering work.

Use of Filter Tips in 
Germany at New Peak 


Sales of filter-tipped cigarettes ip 
Federal Republic of Germany established 
a new record in July, accounting for 
60.8 percent of overall cigarette con. 
sumption. 


This increase in the smoking of filter. 
tipped cigarettes, 90 percent of which 
are so-called American blend cigarettes, 
is forcing down the market share of 
Straight oriental cigarettes which have 
been the most serious competitor of 
American blend cigarettes. For the first 
time in almost 6 years, the share of 
oriental cigarettes dropped below 10 
percent—9.2 percent in July—compared 
with a peak of 17.2 percent in the first 
quarter of 1956. 


Although the increased consumption 
of American blend cigarettes may lead 
to some increase in German demand for 
American tobacco, the increase may be 
covered primarily by substitute leaf in 
view of the high prices for American 
tobacco. Thus it would be necessary 
for the German tobacco industry to 
raise the proportion of substitute flue- 
cured tobacco in so-called American 
blend cigarettes. 


A new brand of filter tip cigarette, 
introduced in West Germany only a few 
months ago, is meeting with continued 
success and already accounts for about 
7 percent of total cigarette sales. This 
cigarette, according to trade sources, 
contains about 20 percent Rhodesian to- 
bacco.—U.S. Consulate, Bremen. 





Netherlands Investment 


In Africa To Expand 


Netherlands investment in Africa will 
be expanded as a result of a new brew- 
ery and a new paint factory to be built 
in Ghana. 

The new brewery will be built in the 
town of Kumasi by the Heineken’s 
Brewery Co. of the Netherlands in co- 
operation with a British firm that will 
handle the sale and distribution of the 
beer produced in the plant. 


The new paint factory is to be estab- 
lished at Tema by N. V. Verf-en Vernis- 
fabriek Van Wijk & Co. of Rotterdam. 
Production is tentatively scheduled to 
begin in the first half of 1960. The plant 
is expected to supply about half of 
Ghana’s total paint consumption, with 
the Ghana Government one of the prin- 
cipal customers. 


Van Wijk & Co. will furnish the em- 
ployees and management for its Ghana 
plant, but Ghanaian personnel will be 
brought to the Netherlands to be trained 
for employment in the paint factory.— 
U. S. Consulate General, Rotterdam, 
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First Electron Tubes 
Produced in Mexico 


Dispositivos Electronicos, S.A., Mexi- 
co’s first receiving type electron tube 
manufacturer, produced its first tubes 
jn September. The tubes are miniature 
type, 12-volt units. 


The company estimated that “a few 
thousand” were produced during the 
month but it predicts that production 
will increase to 11,000 a week soon and 
that the goal of 100,000 a week will be 
yeached in 1960. This figure would make 
it possible for the factory to supply 
most of domestic demand for these 
tubes. 

Qualified observers report that the 
factory, which is located in a develop- 
ing industrial area south of Mexico 
City, is the most modern of its kind in 
the Western Hemisphere outside the 
United States. Machinery and equip- 
mentment, virtually all of which were 
obtained in the United States, are also 
said to be of uniformly high quality. 
Supervisory personnel and certain tech- 
nical workers received training in the 
United States. Technical assistance is 
being provided on a continuing basis 
by a large U.S. electronics manufac- 
turer, 

The number of employees now num- 
bers approximately 100, many of which 
are still in training status, working on 
a single shift. The figure is expected to 
be raised to 400 within another year 
when the plant will operate on two 
shifts U.S. Embassy, Mexico, D.F. 


Television Planned for 


Southern Rhodesia in 1960 


Television service in Salisbury, South- 
ern Rhodesia, is expected to begin about 
August 1960, according to the Rhodesian 
press. 

The new service will be supported by 
commercial advertising and will be 
operated by a Rhodesian-controlled firm. 
Through a loan arrangement, the con- 
tractor will advance funds for construc- 
tion of a transmitter to be owned and 
controlled by the Government-sponsored 
Federal Broadcasting Corporation. 

A 625-line system will be used. Four 
hours of transmission a day are plan- 
ned, from 6 to 10 p.m. The contractor 
will supply programs, but the Federal 
Broadcasting Corporation will control 
them and will originate the news tele- 
casts.—U.S. Information Service, Salis- 
bury. 

A drop in U.S. cane sugar imports 
from $58.1 million in July to $48.3 mil- 
lion in August was the chief reason for 
the decrease in imports of manufac- 
tured foodstuffs from $149.1 million to 
$137.0 million, according to the Bureau 
of the Census. 
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Footwear Sales Rise 


The United Kingdom footwear indus- 
try has been enjoying a prosperous 
year. Some 450 firms employing over 
100,000 people produced 82% million 
pairs of shoes in the first 6 months of 
1959. This total amounts to an average 
of 13.75 million pairs a month, and 
easily tops the 11.51 million monthly 
average for 1958. 


British consumer expenditures for 
footwear in the first half of this year 
came to about $336 million; sales 
amounted to only about $311 million in 
the comparable period of last year. Ex- 
ports to the United States and Canada 
rose by 42 percent and 20 percent, re- 
spectively, although exports to other 
countries were down because of import 
restrictions. 

The domestic sales increase for this 
year can probably be credited to favor- 
able summer weather, an income tax 
reduction, and predictions of higher 
footwear prices for the fall. 





Protein From Plants 


British Glues & Chemicals Ltd. has 
announced invention of a process for 
producing edible protein from vegetable 
material. The product is called “impulse 
process protein” because of the extrac- 
tion process used. Impulses generated 
by a mechanical beater in a liquid me- 
dium are used to break down the plant 
cell walls, thus releasing the problem. 


The pilot machine, which took 7 years 
to develop, has an input capacity of 1 
ton an hour; 1 ton of peanuts gave 
4.5 cwt. protein and grass gave 0.5 cwt. 
One ounce of the product is equivalent 
to the protein in 1 pound of steak. By- 
products include vitamins A and E, and 
fibers which may be used in the manu- 
facture of cardboards. 

Although it is still in an early stage 
of development, the process has great 
potential as an answer to the chronic 
protein deficiency of many underde- 
veloped countries. 





Record Electric Profits 


England's Electricity Council cnd the 
Central Electricity Generating Board 
have announced that profits for the 
electricity industry amounted to $76 
million, almost twice as high as last 
year’s profits and the highest profit 
since the industry was nationalized in 
1948. The return, however, might be 


considered modest as it represents only 
5 percent on sales receipts. The Board 
plans to avoid raising prices until 1961- 
62 unless unforeseen circumstances 
arise. 


Total electricity sales last year in- 
creased 7.5 percent. Industrial user sales 
increased by 3.7 percent, commercial 
sales by 8.5 percent, and domestic sales 
by 12.8 percent. 

The Board estimates that it will have 
25 power stations by 1965 and that 5 
of these will be nuclear. Capital ex- 
penditure for generation and transmis- 
sion during this time will probably 
amount to $3.6 billion. : 





Plastic Production Booms 


Sales of British plastics increased out 
of proportion to the steady increase in 
the past few years. 

Leading the surge are the thermo 
plastics which are expected to have a 
production rise of 23 percent for the 
year. Thermosetting plastics, however, 
are also expected to more than hold 
their own with a 5-percent Increase. 
Last year 411,000 tons in all of plastics 
materials were sold. The total for this 
year is expected to be about 475,000 
tons. 

In recent months, several new United 
Kingdom plastic plants have been 
opened. British Hydrocarbon Chemicals 
opened an 11,000-ton polyethylene plant 
at Grangemouth, and Monsanto Chemi- 
cals has opened a 10,000-ton plant at 
Fawley. Imperial Chemical Industries 
now has the largest petrochemical plant 
outside the United States with its re- 
cently opened ethylene plant at Wilton. 
Several other plants are now under con- 
struction, including a 15,000-ton poly- 
ethylene plant being built by Union Car- 
bide. 





Standard-Triumph Co. Reorganizes 


A new organizational structure is 
being introduced into the Standard- 
Triumph group of Coventry, Warwick- 
shire, “so that the financial and man- 
agerial resources of the organization 
can be more effectively employed in the 
production and sale of cars.” Another 
objective of the move is to insure that 
the cash obtained from the sale of 
tractors is reemployed in this direction 
as early as possible. As of September 
28, Standard-Triumph International

A governmental decree permitting 
establishment in Chile of factories to 
manufacture U.S. brands of cigarettes 
may be expected soon. 

U.S. tobacco and blends would be im- 
ported for the purpose. The Chilean 
Ministry of Economy estimates that 
such cigarettes could sell for 300 pesos 
a package, or about 28% US. cents. 
The Government hopes this move will 
satisfy the demand for U.S. cigarettes. 
—U.S. Embassy, Santiago. 





Far Eastern countries are expected 
to buy more Rhodesian leaf next year 
than they ever have before, according 
to the Chairman of the Tobacco Export 
Promotion Council of Rhodesia follow- 
ing his return from a trip to the Far 
East and Australia. 


Japan was said to be particularly 
interested. Japan was reported to grow 
flue-cured tobacco comparable to that 
produced in Rhodesia, but to have been 
importing leaf with more flavor from 
the United States. Availability for 
sterling, instead of dollars, is apparently 
a selling point for the Rhodesian prod- 
uct.—U.S. Embassy, Pretoria. 

The Ministry of Industry of the Greek 
Government has expressed interest in 
contracting or certifying an American 
company to establish a fruit cannery. 


Greece is reported to have a good 
supply of high-quality fruit that would 
be suitable for distribution throughout 
the Middle East.—U.S. Embassy, 
Athens. 





The Statistical Committee of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization Cocoa 
Study Group has estimated world pro- 
duction for the 1959-60 season at 898,- 
000 metric tons as compared with the 
revised estimate of 881,000 for the 1958- 
59 season. The estimate includes 270 
tons from Ghana crops,“Nigeria, 125 
tons; Brazil, 170 tons; and French West 
Africa, 130 tons. 


World grindings were estimated for 
1959 at 815,000 tons and 1960 at 841,000. 

Approximately 60,500 metric tons of 
cocoa beans were marketed in Came- 
roun in the 1958-59 season—October 1 
to September 30—a decrease from the 
more than 65,000 tons in the preceding 
season. 

Severe drought in July, August, and 
September of 1958 largely accounted for 
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the poor yield of the main harvest, 
which was 9,500 tons less than the pre- 
vious season’s, and was recuperated to 
some extent by a good intermediate 


harvest. The 1959-60 season appears 
promising.—U. S. Consulate, Yaounde. 





Moroccan oliive oil production from 
the 1959-60 crop will be about 22,000 
metric tons according to trade esti- 
mates. The 1958-59 crop was officially 
estimated at 25,000 metric tons. For 
the past 2 years, Morocco has been prac- 
tically out of the export market. In 
1958 there was not enough oil to ex- 
port, and in 1959 Moroccan prices were 
too high to compete. At present there 
seems little likelihood that Morocco will 
be able to export any quantity during 
the coming year. With large supplies 
available in competing areas and the 
devaluation of the Spanish peseta, 
Morocco will find it difficult to sell any 
surplus.—U.S. Embassy, Rabat. 





A refinery capable of producing about 
40,000 tons of sugar annually has been 
proposed by the Songhor Farmers’ As- 
sociation, of Songhor, Kenya. Several 
large financial organizations are said 
to be willing to put up most of the cap- 
ital, provided that an established sugar 
producing company furnishes manage- 
rial and technical assistance. The initial 
investment contemplated is $1.4 million, 
and the ultimate investment could reach 


_$14 million. The Association would con- 


template planting at least 22,000 acres 
of sugar cane, and would buy more cane 
from plantations nearby.—U.S. Consu- 
late General, Nairobi. 





An 80,000-ton increase in Indonesia’s 
sugar production this year has been 
forecast in a report carried by the 
Djakarta press. This increase would 
bring total production for 1959, so far 
as is known, up to 840,000 tons. The 
Central Bureau of Statistics shows 
Sugar production through June of this 
year at 197,769 tons; the milling season 
does not get underway until April.— 
U.S. Embassy, Djakarta. 

The first sugar refinery in El Salvador 
was to have begun operations in the 
latter part of October. Its daily output 
is expected to be 300 tons a day. 

Domestic sugar consumption in the 
country is estimated at 85,000 tons this 
year, an increase ascribed largely to a 
rise in purchases by new El Salvadoran 
food industries.—U.S. Embassy, San 
Salvador. 


Ceylon’s Photo Import 
Up, India's Off Sharply 


Ceylonese imports of photographie 
products took a sharp upward turn jp 
the first 6 months of 1959. Total imports 
were valued at 2,586,957 rupees, com. 
pared with 1,125,439 rupees for that 
period of 1958 (1 Ceylonese rupee- 
US$0.21). 


The United Kingdom supplied 593 
percent of the imports, followed by the 
Federal Republic of Germany with 194 
percent, Belgium 13.4 percent, and Italy 
8.7 percent. 


Sensitized, unexposed motion-picture 
film, principal import item, jumped to 
686,911 rupees in the first 6 months of 
this year from 64,687 rupees for that 
period of 1958. The United Kingdom 
supplied 67.3 percent and West Germany 
23.3 percent. 

Still roll film was the second leading 
import item, amounting to 508,72 
rupees, compared with 214,470 rupees, 
Purchases from the United Kingdom 
totaled 439,126 rupees, nearly double the 
1958 trade. Belgium’s share dropped to 
a value of 34,428 rupees from 49,955 
rupees. 

Imports of sensitized photographie 
paper and cloth totaled 366,971 rupees, 
compared with 248,605 rupees in the 
first half of 1958. The United Kingdom 
furnished 218,623 rupees worth, an 846 
percent increase, while West Germany's 
share rose to 117,645 rupees, compared 
with only 4,442: rupees in the first half 
of 1958. 

Foreign purchases of still photo- 
graphic cameras and accessories in- 
creased from 115,426 rupees in the first 
6 months of 1958 to 211,390 rupees in 
the first half of 1959. More than 55 
percent of this item was from West 
Germany while the remainder was prin- 
cipally from the United Kingdom, Italy 
and Japan. 

Imports of X-ray film, increased from 
17,999 rupees in the first half of 1958 
to 366,971 rupees in the first half of 
1959. Practically all of this product was 
from Italy—47.9 percent—and Belgium 
—46.3 percent. 


India's Imports Drop 35.9 Percent 
Indian imports of photographic prod- 
ucts valued at 34,298,498 rupees in 
1958, declined 35.9 percent in 1958, com- 
pared with the preceding year (1 Indian 
rupee = US$0.21). This drastic drop in 
India’s imports of photographic products 
is the direct result of imposing stricter 
import controls to conserve foreign ex 
change for more essential imports. 
The United Kingdom was the major 
source of India’s imports, supplying 43.7 
percent, followed by West Germany 
with 16.8 percent, Belgium 14 percent, 
and the United States 10.4 percent. 
Although production of motion-picture 
entertainment films remained the same 
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1958 as in 1957, total imports of sen- 
itized 35 mm. motion-picture film de- 
dined. A total of 200,138,832 linear feet 

film was imported at a value of 15,- 
(56.855 rupees, compared with 214,673,- 
829 linear feet, valued at 16,348,695 
rupees in 1957. A smaller amount of 
film was purchased from the United 
Kingdom and Belgium, but imports in- 
ereased from East Germany, West Ger- 
many, and the United States. 

X-ray film purchases, valued at 3,725,- 
404 rupees, decreased 24 percent in 1958. 
The United Kingdom furnished 2,427,910 
rupees, slightly less than: in 1957. Bel- 
gium's share, 977,707 rupees, represents 
a decline of 39.7 percent. 

Imports of sensitized photographic 

r totaled 3,288,968 rupees compared 
with 5,207,531 rupees in 1957. West 
Germany’s share amounted to 1,599,831 
rupees; the United Kingdom, 953,018 
rupees; and Belgium, 429,935 rupees; 
representing decreases of 11.4, 45.7, and 
59 percent, respectively. 

Foreign purchases of sensitized still 
photographic film, which totaled 3,626,- 
543 in 1957, dropped to 1,697,206 in 1958. 
A sharp drop occurred in the United 
Kingdom’s shipments, from 1,124,690 
rupees in 1957 to 671,199 rupees in 1958. 
West German and Belgian trade de- 
clined 38 and 46.3 percent, respectively, 
in the same period. The United States, 
which furnished 508,796 rupees worth 
in 1957, dropped to 17,893 rupees in 
1958.—Scientific, Motion-Picture, and 
Photographic Products Division, Busi- 
ness and Defense Services Administra-

Argentine Firm To Make 
Paper From Bagasse 


The Argentine sugar producing firm 
Ledesma, S. A. Agricola Industrial, with 
properties in the Provinces of Jujuy 
and Tucuman, plans to manufacture writ- 
ing and book papers from_ bagasse, 
which is usually consumed as fuel in 
its plant operations. The company ex- 
pects to utilize natural gas as fuel as 
soon as the pipeline from Campo Duran 
to Buenos Aires is completed. 

Estimated cost of the project is placed 
at $15 to $18 million, based on a pro- 
ductive capacity of 100 tons daily of 
bleached pulp. The company hopes to 
finance the project through loans from 
the Export-Import Bank of Washington 
and the Banco Industrial of Buenos 
Aires, 

The type of plant contemplated is 
similar to the “Azqueta” paper mill in 
Cuba. The project also involves erec- 
tion of a mill for production of chlorine 
and caustic soda and installation of a 
chemical recuperation plant. It is ex- 
pected that the bulk of the equipment 
will be purchased in the United States, 
although some supplies may be obtained 
from West Germany.—U.S. Embassy, 
Buenos Aires. 
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U.S. Firm Enlarges its 
Argentine Meat Plant 


Following recent approval by the 
Argentine Government, the Swift 
Meatpacking Co. of Argentina will 
invest $10.6 million for enlarging 
and modernizing its packing plants 
at La Plata and Rosario. The sum 
involved covers machinery and 
equipment to be imported. In addi- 
tion, local currency expenditures in 
connection with the project will 
bring the total investment to ap- 
proximately $15 million. 

It is understood that the U.S. 
firms of Armour and Wilson through 
their Argentine subsidiaries are 
studying rehabilitation programs. 
The favorable action of the Argen- 
tine Government in approving the 
investment by Swift may clear the 
way for possible future investments 
by other meatpackers.—U.S. Em- 
bassy, Buenos Aires.

Ltd. became the holding and policy- 
making company for the group. 
Manufacturing, services, and sales of 
the new group will be handled by sub- 
sidiaries. The major manufacturing sub- 
sidiary will be the Standard Motor Co.

Co. Two subsidiary companies have also 
been put into operation. Standard- 
Triumph Group Services will provide 
services and coordinate activities of the 
group as a whole. Standard-Triumph 
Sales will be responsible for sales, 
spares, and services. Two other com- 
panies, Bean Industries Ltd, and Mul- 
liners Ltd., will continue to operate as 
subsidiaries of Standard-Triumph Inter- 
national. 





Steel Shortage Slows Auto Output 


The growing shortage of sheet steel 
has compelled Vauxhall Motors, an af- 
filiate of General Motors, to -abolish 
Saturday work for the next few weeks. 
Vauxhall, according to reports, depends 
to a large extent upon imports, espe- 
cially from the United States. 


Last year Vauxhall bought about one- 
quarter of its supplies from foreign 
sources, and had been planning to buy 
more than 50 percent from abroad this 
year. Apparently it has been unable 
to obtain supplies from the United 
States and continental steel mills are 
reported to be booked up until early 
next year, 

To date, no other leading British 
manufacturer has curtailed work sched- 
ules.—U.S. Embassy, London,

U.S. Lumber Exports 


Decrease 10 Percent 


U.S. lumber exports totaled 728.2 mil- 
lion board feet in 1958, a decline of 
about 10 percent from shipments of 
811.4 million board feet in 1957. 


The decline was largely in softwood 
shipments, which represented nearly 75 
percent of total lumber exports. Only 
540.4 million board feet of softwood 
lumber was exported in 1958, compared 
with 614.5 million feet in 1957. Ship- 
ments of Douglas fir declined nearly 32 
percent from 1957 \and southern pine 
dropped 14. percent. These declines 
were partially offset by. increases in 
other species of softwood, which to- 
taled 224.3 million board feet in 1958, 
an increase of 29.4 percent above 1957. 

Hardwood lumber exports of 98.3 mil- 
lion board feet showed little change in 
1958. Railroad crossties dropped below 
the 1957 level, from 68.8 million feet in 
1957 to 53.2 million feet in 1958. 

Hardwood flooring exports continued 
an upward trend, rising to 26.1 million 
board feet, an increase of 37.2 percent 
above 1957. 

Of the countries receiving the major 
share of U.S. exports, only Canada, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Vene- 
zuela, and Italy increased their pur- 
chases in 1958. Shipments to Canada, 
up 10 percent, reached 262.1 million 
board feet, representing 36 percent of 
total U.S. lumber exports. 

Exports to other countries decreased 
sharply. Australia took only 60.1 mil- 
lion board feet in 1958, compared with 
78 million in 1957. Decreases from 1957 
also occurred in shipments to Korea, 
the Union of South Africa, Japan, the 
United Kingdom, and Cuba.

Television Broadcasts 
Begin in Honduras 


Television was inaugurated in Hon- 
duras on September 18, when telecast- 
ing began for 6 hours daily, 4:30 to 
10:30 p.m. The station is owned and 
operated by Compania Televisora Hon- 
durena, S.A., a private corporation. 

Approximately 400 television receivers 
were in use in Tegucigalpa when broad- 
casting began, and the number was ex- 
pected to increase rapidly. Reception is 
good, and Honduran newspapers report 
that telecasts are being received also in 
San Pedro Sula, a North Coast city 
approximately 200 miles from Teguci- 
galpa.—U.S. Information Service, Tegu- 
cigalpa.

Fifteenth Session of Contracting 
Parties to GATT Opens in Tokyo 


The Fifteen Session of the Contracting Parties to the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) opened on October 26. This 
Session is held in Tokyo at the invitation of the Japanese Government. 


Under Secretary of State Douglas 
Dillon was to represent the United 
States at the Ministerial Meeting which 
was to take place in the first days of 
the 4-week Session. W. T. M. Beale, Jr., 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for 
Economic Affairs is the Chairman of the 
U:S. Delegation. Henry Kearns, Assist- 
ant Secretary of Commerce for Inter- 
national Affairs, is Vice Chairman. The 
Congressional advisers are Congress- 
man Hale Boggs of Louisiana and 
Congressman Victor A. Knox of 
Michigan. 

An important subject at the Minis- 
terial Meeting and during the rest of the 
Session is the relationship between com- 
mercial policy and the new financial 
situation created early this year when, 
reflecting their improved balance-of- 
payments and reserve position, all of 
the European currencies important in 
international trade were made external- 
ly convertible. U.S. representatives will 
emphasize that, given the new currency 
situation, discriminatory import restric- 
tions can no longer be justified on 
financial grounds. A number of coun- 
tries have accelerated their progress 
this year in removing quantitative 
restrictions against exports from the 
dollar area, but further progress is 
necessary to complete the job. 

A major objective of the U.S. Dele- 
gation to the Tokyo meeting will be to 
encourage other countries to eliminate 
rapidly the remaining discriminations 
against dollar goods and generally to 
reduce the level of their quantitative 
import restrictions, 


Major Topics To Be Discussed 

Major agenda items include considera- 
tion of the threefold program initiated 
last year at the Thirteenth Session for 
the expansion of international trade and 
being carried out through three special 
committees: 

® The Contracting Parties will have 
before them a report of the committee 
charged with developing rules and 
procedures to be used in the new round 
of multilateral tariff negotiations to be 
held in 1960-61, as agreed by the Con- 
tracting Parties at the Fourteenth 
Session. The rules and procedures are 
expected to follow generally the pat- 
tern of those used in 1956 and earlier 
rounds of GATT tariff negotiations, 
with some necessary modification to 
take account of the complexities of the 
negotiations with the European Com- 
mon Market (EEC). 
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® The second committee’s examina- 
tion of the national agricultural policies 
of contracting parties as they effect 
trade in agricultural products will con- 


tinue. The first series of country 
examinations was held in the latter 
part of September. There will be a 
third series of consultations in January 
1960, at which time United States agri- 
cultural policies will be examined. 

@ The third committee’s report on 
its preliminary examination of barriers 
to the trade of the less-developed coun- 
tries will be discussed. The importance 
of facilitating the expansion of export 
earnings by the less-developed countries 
is recognized by both the industrialized 
and the less-developed GATT countries. 


Other Items To Be Considered 


Poland’s request to participate in the 
work of the GATT will be considered at 
the Tokyo session. Following considera- 
tion of a working party report on this 
subject, the Contracting Parties are ex- 
pected to agree upon arrangements for 
a closer relationship between Poland 
and the Contracting Parties than that 
afforded by the observer status which 
Poland now has. 


The continued application to Japan 
of GATT Article XXXV, whereby a 
number of countries decline to under- 
take GATT obligations towards that 
country, also will be considered at this 
Session, The European Economic Com- 
munity will report on developments 
within the Common Market and one of 
the Latin American contracting parties 
will present information concerning a 
proposed regional trade arrangement in 
that area. 


Early this year a committee of the 
Contracting Parties held consultations 
with eight countries that still maintain 
import restrictions to safeguard their 
monetary reserves. At the Fifteenth 
Session consultations with six other 
countries will be completed. In these 
consultations, required by the provisions 
of GATT, the Contracting Parties 
examine the quantitative import restric- 
tions still in force, their effects, the need 
for their retention, and the prospects 
for their removal. These consultations 
constitute one of the several methods 
utilized by the Contracting Parties to 
promote nondiscrimination in interna- 
tional trade and the reduction of gov- 
ernmental trade barriers. 


Requirements Eased 
For Scrap Export 


Exporters of iron and steel gs 
(Schedule B No. 60030 through 60085) 
no longer are required to file an addj. 
tional copy of their export declaration 
with the Collector of Customs, Bureay of 
Foreign Commerce, U.S. Department of 
Commerce, has announced. 


In other actions, effective October 29 
BFC removed the requirement that ap. 
plications for export licenses specify the 
quantity of each grade of iron and stegj 
scrap other than scrap magnetic mate. 
rials. Although any grade of such scrap 
other than magnetic materials may be 
shipped interchangeable under such a 
license, Bureau of the Census regula. 
tions still require the Shipper’s Export 
Declaration to show the quantity and 
value of scrap to be exported under each 
Schedule B number. 

In other actions BFC has made sey. 
eral additional changes in export }- 
censes requirements. Some types of tele. 
metering and telecontrol equipment are 
added to the Positive List, and thus 
require, effective November 5, validated 
licenses for exportation to all destina- 
tions except Canada. Various types of 
nickel scrap, semifabricated forms, and 
manufactures are deleted from the Pos. 
itive List and simultaneously added to 
the Polish GRO Exception List, effec. 
tive October 29. Validated export li 
censes covering the nickel commodities 
are now required only for export to 
Poland, Hong Kong, Macao, the com- 
munist-controlled area of Viet-Nam, and 
all countries in the European Soviet 
bloc. 

The Polish GRO Exception List & 
further extended to include pentaery- 
thritol and certain types of automotive 
equipment, submarine cable, motor gen- 
erator sets, and synchronous condensers. 
Thus validated licenses are required be 
ginning November 5, for shipment of 
those commodities to Poland. 

These actions are published in detail 
in BFC’s Current Export Bulletin No

World Wheat Group 
Favors Joint Action 


The Wheat Utilization Committee, 

which recently concluded a 3-day meet- 

jng in Washington, has given detailed 

consideration to means by which avail- 

able wheat supplies might be used to 
ote higher levels of nutrition and 

economic development in under-devel- 
countries. 

As a result of its discussions, the 
Committee has recommended a course 
of joint action to the consideration of 
their member Governments for imple- 
mentation at an early date. 

During the October 14-16 meeting, the 
Committee also set up a Washington 
working party to study the problems 
involved in establishing national re- 
serves in food deficit countries, includ- 
ing safeguards for commercia] market- 
ings, the adequacy of storage facilities, 
and the extent to which national re- 
serves would contribute toward in- 
creased consumption. The next meeting 
of the Committee is scheduled for the 
spring of 1960. 

The Wheat Utilization Committee was 
organized in May 1959 at the Cabinet 
level Food for Peace Conference. It 
was established for the purpose of gain- 
ing closer working relationships among 
the major wheat exporting nations in 


making more effective use of wheat 
to raise world nutritional levels, to 
assist world economic development, and 
to expand the world’s commercial trade 
in wheat. 


Barter Designations Revised 
For Wheat and Wheat Flour 


Until further notice, exports of wheat 
or wheat flour under the barter pro- 
gram will not be authorized to Belgium, 
the Federal Republic of Germany, Lux- 
embourg, the Netherlands, Switzerland, 
and the United Kingdom, the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture has announced. 

This barter-program change, effective 
October 20, was made by redesignating 
these countries from an “A” category— 
screened multilateral or bilateral barter 
contracts permitted—with respect to 
wheat and wheat flour, as announced 
September 16, to an “X’” category— 
barter exports barred. 

Department officials said that the 
change was considered necessary to 
safeguard usual wheat and wheat-fiour 
marketings of the United States, to 
avoid replacement of cash sales for 
dollars, and to preserve normal pat- 
terns of commercial trade in wheat and 
wheat flour under the International 
Wheat Agreement (IWA), to which the 
United States is signatory. 








Tariff Quota Placed 
On Steel Flatware 


US. imports of stainless steel flatware 
not over 10.2 inches in overall] length 
and valued at under $3 a dozen pieces 
became subject on November 1 to an 
annual tariff quota in the amount of 
5.75 million dozen. Imports within that 
amount are dutiable at current rates; 
imports in excess of the tariff quota are 
dutiable at considerably higher rates. 

Stainless steel flatware valued at $3 
or more a dozen pieces is not affected 
by the action. 

The President’s proclamation fixing 
the new quota was issued on October 
21 following submission of the Tariff 
Commission's second report on its escape 
Clause investigation of stainless steel 
table flatware imports pursuant to sec- 
tion 7 of the Trade Agreements Exten- 
sion Act of 1951, as amended. 

Rates of duty applicable under the 
President's proclamation, specific and ad 
valorem, are shown in the following 
tabulation.

1958 reported to the President that 
domestic producers of stainless steel 
table flatware were experiencing serious 
injury as a result of increased imports. 


The President deferred action on the 
report that an evalution could be made 
of developments resulting in 1958 from 
the action taken by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to limit shipments of stainless 
steel flatware to the United States to 
an annual total of 5.5 million dozen 
pieces. 

At the request of the President the 
Tariff Commission made a supplemental 
investigation and reported to the Pres- 
ident in July 1959. 


Upon the issuance of his proclama- 
tion the President said, “. . . The Com- 
mission report indicates that the limi- 
tation intended by the Japanese Govern- 
ment on shipments of stainless steel 
table flatware to the United States has 
been substantially exceeded. The Com- 
mission report shows that this overage 
has occurred chiefly through transship- 
ment and despite the considerable efforts 
of the Japanese Government to pre- 
vent it.”

Cheese Quota Hearing 
Set By Commission 


At the request of the President, the 
United States Tariff Commission has 
instituted an investigation with re- 
spect to the importation of Edam and 
Gouda cheeses, and Italian-type cheeses 
made from cow’s milk in original 
loaves (Romano made from cow’s milk, 
Reggiano, Parmesano, Provoloni, Prov- 
olette, and Sbrinz). 

This supplemental investigation is 
being undertaken to determine what, 
if any, additional quantities of the 
aforementioned cheeses may be permit- 
ted to be imported without materially 
interfering with or rendering ineffec- 
tive the price-support program of the 
Department of Agriculture on milk and 
butterfat. On Edam and Gouda cheeses 
the present aggregate annual quota is 
4,600,200 pounds; on the aforemen- 
tioned Italian-type cheeses the aggre- 
gate annual quota is 9,200,100 pounds. 

A public hearing in connection with 
this supplemental investigation will be 
held in the Hearing Room, Tariff Com- 
mission Building, 8th and E Streets, 
NW., Washington, D.C., beginning at 
10 am., e.s.t., on November 23, 1959.

Commodity Credit Corporation com- 
modity holdings available for sale in 
November and prices at which they will 
be sold were announced on October 30 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


The following commodities are avail- 
able: Nonfat dry milk; cheddar cheese; 
cotton, upland and extra long staple; 
peanuts; wheat; rough and milled rice; 
corn; oats; barley; rye; grain sorghums; 
soybeans; gum rosin; and tung oil. 

Flaxseed is dropped from the list 
because all stocks except odd lots have 
been sold. 


As announced October 9, nonfat dry 
milk is dropped from the list of com- 
modities available for barter because 
supplies are now limited. 


Annual interest rates under the CCC 
export credit sales program are up one- 
half of 1 percent over October. 


The CCC monthly sales list, which 
varies from month to month as addi- 
tional commodities become available or 
commodities formerly available are 
dropped, is designed to aid in moving 
CCC’s inventories into domestic or ex- 
port use through regular commercial 
channels. 

All commodities currently offered for 
sale by CCC, plus tobacco from CCC 
loan stocks, are eligible for export sale 
under the CCC export credit sales pro- 
gram. 

Commodities currently eligible for 
barter are cotton, tobacco, milled rice, 
wheat, corn, barley, sorghum grain, soy- 
beans, and cheddar cheese. The list, 
however, is subject to change from time 
to time. 





Tariff Commission Reports © 


On Fescue Seed Imports 


The U.S, Tariff Commission has found 
that red fescue seed was not being im- 
ported into the United States in such 
increased quantities, either actual or 
relative (to domestic production), as to 
cause or threaten serious injury to the 
domestic industry producing like or 
directly competitive products. The Com- 


mission therefore made no recommenda- 
tion to the President for the modifica- 
tion or withdrawal of the concessions 
applicable to such seeds. 

This action was announced in a report 
of the Commission's finding and conclu- 
sion in connection with “escape clause” 
investigation No. 80, conducted under 
section 7 of the Trade Agreements Ex- 
tension Act of 1951, as amended. The 
investigation covered red fescue seed, 
which includes both Chewings and creep- 
ing fescue, dutiable under paragraph 
763 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Under 
the 1930 Act, these seeds were orginally 
dutiable at US$0.02 a pound; they are 
now dutiable, pursuant to concessions 
granted under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, at $0.01 a pound. 


Date Set for Ban 
On Some Additives 


Public Law 85-929, 85th Congress, 
September 6, 1958, amending the Fed- 
eral Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, to 
prohibit use in food of additives which 
have not been adequately tested to 
establish their safety will take effect on 
March 6, 1960. By that time all affected 
business firms must have complied with 
the new regulations. 


The new law includes “any substance 
intended for use in producing, manufac- 
turing, packing, procéssing, preparing, 
treating, packaging, transporting, or 
holding food; and including any source 
of radiation intended for any such use” 
within the definition of the term “food 
additive,” provided its intended use re- 
sults or may be reasonably expected to 
result directly or indirectly in its becom- 
ing a component of or otherwise affect- 
ing the characteristic of the food. 


Advice and guidance as to how to 
meet the new requirements for doing 
business in the United States may be 
had from the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration,’ Department of Health, Edu- 
ciation, and Welfare, Washington 25, D.C. 

Regulations relating to food additives 
were published in the Federal Register 
of March 28, 1959. Proposed lists of safe 
food additives appeared in the Federal 
Registers of December 9, 1958, and April 
21, 1959. 








U.S. Export Privileges 
Denied To British Firm 


Porn & Dunwoody Ltd., of London, 
England, has been denied all privileges 
of participating in export transactions 
involving U.S. goods for an indefinite 
period, the Bureau of Foreign Com- 
merce, U.S. Department of Commerce, 
has announced. 

This firm is the same found guilty on 
June 26 by the Central Criminal Court, 
London, of contravening British regula- 
tions in failing to comply with the | 
terms of a United Kingdom import cer.” 
tificate issued to cover a shipment of 
roller bearings from the United States, 

BFC’s action was taken after the’ 
firm failed to answer questions regard- 
ing ultimate disposition of the same 
roller bearings and of diesel engine 
parts it had ordered from U.S, sup- 


pliers in 1956 and 1957. Although the | 
shipments left the United States under 
licenses authorizing delivery to Eng- 
land, subsequent investigation disclosed ' 
they did not reach their authorized 
destination but were diverted elsewhere 
without authorization.
